Beautiful Moon Stops Sleep.

SIGNS OF ABATING 
CAR MEN’S STRIFE 


Each Side Considers the Oth- 
er’s Proposition and Will 
Confer on Them Again 
Today. 


MAY HIT ON COMPROMISE. 
Outlook for Preventing Great 
Traction Strike in Chicago 
Now Seems More Fa- 
vorable. 


At a four hour conference in the office of 
Walter L. Fisher, special traction representa- 
tive of the city, traction heads and union 
Officials came to a formal understanding yes- 
terday as to what the respective contestants 
are willing to do toward averting a strike 
of the 10,000 street care employés in Chicago. 
Each side has agreed to consider the other's 
proposition and to give an answer at another 
conference today. — 

Union officials, headed by W. D. Mahon, 
international president of the street car em- 
ployés’ organization, submitted a modified de- 
mand in which discrimination in the wages 
paid to new and old men was conceded. 


Mitten Makes New Offer. 

Thomas E. Mitten of the City railway came 
back with a new offér proposing the payment 
of 23 cents an hour to new men when they - 
start in service, and 30 cents to all men now 
or hereafter in the service after nine years of 
employment, with proportional wages to the 
men of intermediate periods inservice. John 
M. Roach presented the former offer of the 
traction officials which was rejected in union 
meetings last week and said he thought it 
represented generous concessions on the part 
of the Railways company. 

Both traction heads took occasion in their 
statements to criticise the conduct of the 
unions in rejecting terms which had been 
approved by representatives of the unions. 
Mr. Roach said that even were the Railways 
company financially able to grant more 
wages than those he has offered, he would 
feel it a breach of faith to do more for others 
than he would for a committee directly rep- 
resenting an organization of his own men.

May Agree on Compromise. 

The kernel of the situation, as the dis- 
putants left it, was in the nature of an 
argument as to the number of years a man 
should be in service to be entitled to a 
wage of 30 cents an hour. President Mahon 
of the union, according to the new union 
demands, believes 30 cents an hour should 
be paid after a man has been three years 
in service. President Mitten of the City 
railway, according to his formal proposals, 
believes nine years in service represents a 
just period. The trend of the situation, as 
viewed by observers, is in the direction of 
a compromise, with a possibility that five 
years may be hit upon as the happy mean. 
Modifications from both sides are looked 
upon as probabilities for today’s meeting. 

With the guiding influence of Mr. Fisher 
to urge the traction leaders and union heads 
to approach more closely in their opinions, 
there is thought to be a chance of a prac- 
tical settlement of the dispute today. The 
negotiations have reached a point where al] 
parties concerned are anxious to assume fina) 
positions with definiteness. Mr. Fisher said 
specific understandings would be reached 
speedily in the controversy. 


Arbitration as a Last Resort. 

If a compromise agreement is reached and 
approved by President Mahon, it is ex- 
pected it will be sent to the unions for a 
referendum vote. Similar action probably 
will be taken with the offers of the com- 
panies as they stand if attempts to continue 
along lines of conciliation meet with failure. 
As a last resort arbitration will be urged, if 
the disputants can agree uporm the basis of 
arbitration. 

The parties to the conference, which (nclud- 
ed the wage scale committees of the unions 
and President Mahon, the company heads, 
and Mr. Fisher, looked serious but hopefu! 
when they emerged from Mr. Fisher's office 
in the Portiand bullding. 

** We have made our demands and the com- 
panies have made their offers,’’ said President 
Mahon as he started for the Hriggs house to 
enter a conference for the purpose of consid- 
ering a possible compromise offer. “ We 
have agreed to consider each other’s proposi-

MANN WINNER AT ISLAND GOLF 


Classy Twosome Pulled Off Yester 
day at Trout Lake, Wis. 


Trout Lake, Wis., Aug. 24.—The classiest 
event of an unusually gay social season at 
Trout Lake was the twosome at island golf 
between John Mann of here and Old Man 
Buck from the Dam. A big gallery followed 
the contestants, including delegations from 
a Minocqua Hunt and Woodruff Country 
clubs. 

Trout lake has the best nine hole course in 
Wisconsin—four perfectly good islands, sup- 
plemented by five rafts of fair size, each rep- 
resenting a green. It requires considerable 
skill to drive from one island or raft to the 
other without putting the ball in the water, 
and it is customary to attach a fishlineto the 
ball, go that it may be recovered if the stroke 
be poor. 

The twosome today was close and was 
won by Mann; score, 68 and a:net loss of five 
balls, as against 71 and six balls lost. The 
feature of the match was Mann's drive from 
the home tee to the first green, a distance of 
800 yards. It was claimed that he should be 
credited with only 350 yards, as the ball rico- 
chetted forty yards on the water before 
landing on the raft. At the fifth hole Mann 
sliced into a pail of suds in one of the gal- 
lery boats, but this was called “ casual wa- 
ter,”’ and he was permitted to lift the ball. 
Old Man Buck had hard luck at the seventh, 
being bunkered under the edge of the green. 
By using a “baffy paddle" he got out in 
three. The winner of the match was prompt- 
ly challenged by Abe Lefevre, champion ot 
the Island Lake Golf club. 

Among the veterans in the gallery were 
Tom Miller, French Ed, Jim and Jud Blais- 
dell and Alec Gillis. After the match Jud 
Blaisdell attached a hook and line to one of 
the balls and drove 400 yards to the pickerel 
weeds. As the ball touched the water a 
huge muskellunge struck and swallowed it. 
Jud had no reel, so was compelled to cut the 
cable of the island, which the muskie towed 
around the lake until exhausted.

Woman Advertises Home as a 
‘Colored People’s Rest.”’ 


FLAT HOUSE ANGERS HER. 


Neighbors Protest Against Sign but 
Mrs. Spirkel Smiles. 


Mrs. Spirkel, wife of Dr. John Spirkel, 
owner of the property 2578 North Paulina 
street, Ravenswoocd, is angry because of the 
erection of a flat building adjoining her home. 
To show her feeling she placed on the front 
of her home yesterday evening a large sign 
bearing the following inscription: 

“Colored People’s Rest.’’ 

‘‘Down with that sign!” shouted a half 
dogen neighbors in this exclusively residence 
district as they gathered about the house. 

The protest was accompanied by the cries 
of ‘Shame! Shame!” by a score of women 
and the advancing of a half dozen men to- 
ward the house in a menacing manner. 

“That sign shall remain there,”’ Mrs. 
Spirkel replied as she advanced to the side- 
walk and ordered the neighbors out. 

‘*Down with that spite wall and I take the 
sign down,”’ she continued. ‘‘ There will be 
three families of negroes in this house as 
soon as I can get it ready for rent and get 
tenants, and no one shall touch that sign or 
be will suffer for it. 


Plans to Get Even. 

‘“‘T moved here three years ago, and did 
not know at the time that there would bea 
flat building erected on the line of the lot 
north of me, excluding all the light from my 
house. I am now going to get even, cost 
what it may.” 

Many of the neighbors crowded around the 
house and were loud in their condemnation 
of Mrs. Spirkel's action. 

“This is an outrage and a disgrace,’ said 
Emil Bersbach, 2495 North Ashland avenue, 
addressing Mrs. Spirkel. 

“This is my property, and you keep out,” 
replied Mrs. Spirkel. ‘ You get off my prop- 
erty, or I'll have you arrested. I own this 
house, and can rent it to whomever I please.”’ 

Bergbach retreated to the sidewalk, and 


enter her premises. 
“Go away back and sit down,” said she, 


after Bersbach turned to leave. 


Views of Neighbors. 

“JT am sorry that any one would attempt 
to demoralize this neighborhood with any 
such thing as a “colored rest cure,’ said J. I. 
Childs, 2685 North Paulina street. 

“ Such action as displayed in this incident 
is detrimental to the value of real estate in 
Ravenswod,"” said R. G. Ingersoll, who was 
less vehement than his neighbors in con- 
demning the action in the probable advent of 
colored persons into the residence district. 

“ Suck action is distasteful, to say the 
least,”’ said Dr. BE. L. Gilmore. Similar re- 
marks were made by many of the other 
neighbors, who said they will never permit 
a colored family to occupy a residence there, 
and that the sign will be torn down. 

During all the disturbance raised by 
neighbors, and while an occasional old shoe, 
stick, or stone was hurled in the direction of 
her house, Mra. Spirkel sat on the front 
perch apparently amused by the excitement. 


“Tam determined to get even for all I have 
suffered here during the last three years from 


the spite wall and the building of the flat 
owned by Adolph Spielmann, adjoining my 
property on the north,’ she said. “ The wal! 
is on the lot line and extends ten feet farther 
cut toward the street than other buildings 
here. And now to get even I am going to 
have three colored families in here, and 
large families will get the preference.”’ 

According to Mrs. Spirkel’s version of the 
story the trouble began about three years 
ago, when she purchased the property and 
moved in with her husband, whom she says 
is suffering from a nervous ailment. At 
first there was no flat building, but the ex- 
cavation was begun. Then the neighboring 
boys threw stones and rubbish from the ex- 
cavations into her yard. baw. 

Other indignities, she said, such as throw- 
ing mud at her little daughter, Ruth; playing 
baseball] in the adjoining lot, and dancing on 
her front porch, aided in making life less 
enjoyable to her. But the final trouble came 
when the flat building was completed. 

The wall on the lot line contained nineteen 
windows and Mrs. Spirkel's privacy in her 
home was cut off. 


Shuts Off Sixteen Windows. 

One year ago the Spirkels bullt an addition 
to their home seven feet wide and adjoining 
the Splelmann lot, thereby cutting off the 
light from sixteen of the windows in the flat 
building. This is now being followed in the 
erection of a brick pier, three feet wide, cut- 
ting off the light from the remaining three 
windows in the Spielmann apartment. The 
pier, although three stories in height, is pre- 
sumably a support for a new porch being 
built at the front of the Spirkel home. 

Spielmann declares that Mrs. Spirkel had 
full notice that the flat building was going 
to be erected in its present condition before 
she bought the property, and that the build- 
ing was in process of erection when the pur- 
chase was made. 

‘‘T have little fear,’’ he added, “ that she

SHE DEMANDS AN AUTOPSY. 


Daughter Joins Mother in Making 
Claims of Attempt at Murder. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 24.—[Special. ]}—For the 
purpose of ascertaining if Joseph Giles Baton 
Jr., the infant son of Rear Admiral! Joseph 


Giles Eaton, U. 8. N., retired, died from 
poison, Medical Examiner J. W. Spooner 
of Hingham has forwarded the stomach of 
the child to the Harvard medical school, 
where the contents will be analyzed by ex- 
perts. The child died Friday night at Isis 
cottage, Sand Hills, Scituate, the summer 
home of the Eatons. ’ 

Statements of the most sensational nature 
are made in connection with the child’s death 
by Mrs. Eaton and by June Ainsworth, her 
daughter by a former marriage. Both moth- 
er and daughter told neighbors that attempts 
had been made to poison them. 


Mother Insists on Autopsy. 

Medical Examiner Spooner was calied into 
the case by Mrs. Eaton, who insisted that an 
autopsy be performed on the infant's body. 
When Mrs. Maton told him she was positive 
the baby died from the effects of poison an 
autopsy was ordered. It was performed on 
Saturday by Dr. Spooner, assisted by Dr. 
Harry Cleverly of Scituate. 

Both fhe medical examiner and Dr. Cleverly 
refuse to discuss the case or say whether or 
not the autopsy revealed anything to confirm 
the suspicions of Mrs. Katon. Near Admira! 
Eaton has another summer home at Agsinippi 
and an abandoned farm which he purchased 
recently and had renovated into a modern 
retreat. Saturday afternoon, in an automo- 
bile, Rear Admiral Katon took the infant's 
body to the farm and it was buried there. 

The former officer was accompanied by 
Mrs. Eaton and Dorothy Ainsworth, Mrs. 
Eaton’s younger daughter by her previous 
marriage. Mrs. Eaton and her daughter re- 
turned tc Scituate Sunday morning, but the 
former officer remained at Assinippi. 


Tells Neighbors of “Plot.” 

Immediately after her return to Isis cot- 
tage, Mrs. Eaton talked with some neigh- 
bors and made her sensational statements. 
She believed the baby had been poisoned and 
attributed the act to some demented person. 
At the same time she claimed an attempt 
had been made to poison her some months 
ago, by placing some drug In her tea. 

Mrs. Eaton’s statements are supported by 
the daughter, June, who is 17 years old. 

Mrs. Ainsworth was married to Rear Ad- 
miral Eaton three or four years ago. She 
was about 87 years old and her husband 62. 
The baby, Joseph Giles Eaton Jr., was born 
six months ago. Rear Admiral! Eaton this 
afternoon said: 

‘*I believe my son died a natural death of 
cholera morbus. I believe also that I felt 
his death far more keenly than did the other 
members of the family. 

“ My wife's accusations probably will result 
in action for divorce, for I feel I cannot live 


with her after what she has said. As forthe 
assertions of June Ainsworth, my step-

He had nothing in mind at prese 
ent, he said, in regard to the segregation 
of the Union Pacific asseis, extra dividends 
or speculation. The funds that were at his 
disposal are to be used in developing the ter- 
ritory tributary to the Harrimap roads and 
in opening up new territory.

The railroad 
magnate apperently was just as eager as the 
reporters for the talk, but it took nerve on his 
part.

LAUDS BENZOATE ACTION. 


Tilt Follows Bitter Attack on 
Methods by President 
Emery.

Denver. Colo., Aus. z4.—([ Special. ]—Secre- 
tary Wilson of the department ot agriculture 
in an address today at the food and dairy 
convention predictdd that the adulteration of 
food will soon cease altogettier in this coun- 
try. He also said the Remsen referee board 
appointed to investigate the.use of benzoate 
of soda ag a preservative would be sustained. 
Secretary Wilson's statement followec' a 
bitter attack by President Emery of the 
association.. Mr. Emery disputed the report 
of the referee board that benzoate had been 
found to be not.harmful.. Mr. Emery also 
accused Secretary Wilson of raving urged 
President Roosevelt to block a reinvestiga- 
tion of the benzoate question. 


Wilson Refutes Old Charges. 


Secretary Wilson, when he took the floor, 
defended himeelf, thé referee board, and the 
départment of agriculture against charges 
made at this and last year’s convention. This 
year the charges are to the effect (hat the 
referee board and the department of agri- 
culture erred in sanctioning the use of ben- 
goate of soda in food products. Last year 
they charged that Secretary Wilson had been 
influenced by commercial interests and that 
he had greatly hampered pure food regula- 
tions in the st@tes and the nation by with- 
drawing the depariment’s support from the 
food standards commission. 

The secretary made known his resentment 
that such charges should be brought against 
him and the referre board at Mackinac when 
they had no chance to defend themselves on 
account of their absence, and, in concluding, 
said: 

‘* Now. I have but one request. You have 
arranged a place upon your program to have 
the referee beard here on Thursday to be 
heard. All I ask is that the hearing be a 
full and fair one.”’ 
President Emery was 
Wilson's insinuation. 
“This referee board was asked to come to 
this convention by the executive committee,”’ 
he said, “‘ and the insinuation that it is not 
to be given fair play comes with poor grace.” 


Explains Emery’s Attack. 


Mr. Emery referred to a letter from Sec- 
retary Wilson in which he claimed that a 
previous attempt to give the board a hear- 
ing had been refused by Secretary Wilson. 
‘Will you let me explain?’’ answered Mr. 
Wilson. ‘‘ That was just after you had con- 
demned us fellows at Washington at your 
Mackinac meeting without a hearing and I 
4id not believe that you people who criticised 
us had a right to make a Supreme court out 
of yourselves.”’ 

‘IT have the hignest regard: for the secre- 
tary of agriculture,’’ was the response of 
Mr. mery, ** but I do not believe his state- 
ment accords with the facts in the case.”’ 
These two speeches marked the first round 
in the battle between Secretary Wilson and 
H. W. Wiley, chief of the bureau of chemis- 
try, over the use of benzoate of soda in food 
products. Dr. Wiley is the leader in the anti- 
benzoate movement, and his cause is cham- 
ploned not only by President Emery, but by 
many other of the leading state commis- 
sioners. 


Referee Board Gets Defense. 


In reply to the charges against the referee 
board Secretary Wilson said: 

“ The referee board, as you are aware, is 
composed of five of the most eminent scien- 
tific men in the United States, appointed at 
the instance of President Roosevelt and in- 
dorsed by congress. When this board speaks 
it is the final word so far as the United states 
government is concerned. Our efforts have 
been to secure substantia: compliance with 
the law with as little friction between the 
government and manufacturers and dealers 
as possible. We have recommended the 
prosecution of every case based upon a sub- 
stantial violation of the law, but leniency 
has been shown in offenses committed when 
the law was new and when the violation was 
the result of honest mistakes in interpreting 
the law.”’ 

President Emery in his address reminded 
the association of the resolutions they 
adopted at the Mackinae convention denounc- 
ing benzoate, and entreated them to remain 
loyal to their convictions. He criticised the 
referee board regarding its verdict that four 
grams of the chemical! a day are not harmful. 


Plea by Illinois Official. 


A. H. Jones, food and dairy commissioner 
of I)linois, opposed the state ‘“‘ model” law 
plan, declaring that cqnformity with the 
federal plan was better. 

“It took seven years’ work with the vari- 
ous committees of the house and senate to 
secure our present federa! pure food law,’’ 
said Mr. Jones. “In Illinois we have found 
its operation to be satisfactory. In my judg- 
ment it would be an error for each state to 
cut loose and attempt to put up a fooa law 
of its own. Let us modify and perfect the 
national law if necessary, and then have it 
adopted by every state in the country.” 

It is expected the benzoate of soda ques- 
tion will come up again on Wednesday, when 
four members of the referee board will speak. 
A committee of eleven experts will thon 
submit a report embodying the results of 
an investigation by the referee board.

Bakers Approve Bureau’s Action.

Simon Hubig of Cincinnati, in his address 
opening the convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of Master Bakers, approved every- 
thing the pure food bureau of the department 
of agriculture had done in reference to the 
use of benzoate of soda and preservatives. 

Two propositions to be considered are to 
make loaves of bread weighing twenty-two 
ounces to be sold for 8 cents the country 
over, and to form an auxiliary organization 
for the purchase of flour in large quantities.”

Woman, Who Will Recover, Says He 
Asked for Money.

Sommers Weems, @ traveling calesman for 
the firm.of the Debower-Chapline company, 
publishers, of Chicago, shot his wiie twice 
tonight and then turned the weapon on him- 
self, sending a bullet into his brain.

The scene of the shooting was within a few 
feet of the McKinley monumert. it occurred 
at §:15 o'clock and was witnessed by several 
hundred persons.

She came 
an hour before the shooting. 

In the room at the hotel, she told the police, 
he made a demand for money. 


Gave Him $200 Recently. 
‘“ Where is that $200 I gave you a few days 
ago?’’ Mrs. Weems says she asked. 
‘* Never mind the $200,"" he replied. 
The woman said she informed her husband 
that she had no money and then he demanded 
her diamonds.

He threatened to kill her then, she says, 
and she finally tamed him down and cbtained 
the cartridges from his pevolver. Later they 
quarreled again and she ran to the lobby 
of the hotel, getting a house officer to help 
her obtain her grip in the room.

Leaves Note for Employer.

BANDIT A JOLLY FELLOW 


Jokes as He Locks Saloonkeeper 
and Four Men in Ice Box. 


SERVES SEVERAL DRINKS. 


Escapes with Contents of Cash Regis- 
ter, Diamonds, and Watches, 


Foor half an hour last evening a lone high- 
Wayman held undisputed possession of the 
saloon of Robert Kjeldsen, 382 Kedzie ave- 


came in at different intervals, and then leav- 
ing the place laden with plunder while the 
terror stricken proprietor and his acquaint- 
ances fought for a breathing space inside 
of the ice box: 

Police of the Fillmore street station are 
looking for the robber, but up to an early 
hour this morning no arrests had been made.

CHICAGO NOT CLEANEST CITY, 
JUST BIGGEST LAUNDRY CENTER 


Laundrymen Give Many Facts Concern- 
ing Business Here When Asking Pro- 
tection Against Chinese Cleaners, 


Speakers at the session of the National 
Laundrymen’s association yesterday, in pre- 
senting resolutions asking for protection 
against the competition and encroachment 
of Chinese in the laundry business, declared 
that Chicago is unquestionably the greatest 
laundry city in the world. 

The following facts were brought out: Chi- 
oago’s weekly wash is greater than that 
of any other city; Chicago manufactures 
more laundry machinery, and uses more 
soap, towels, and cleansing materials than 
any other city; and Chicago maintains mere 
Chinése laundries than any other city in 
the United States. 

One of the speakers, Charles Werner of 
the Imperial launéry of Chicago, said regard- 
ing the Chinese leundries: ‘‘ The Chinaman 
pays no water tax, does no advertising, and 
ie free from many other charges that go to 
make up the expenses of his American com- 
petitor.”’ 

The advantages of modern advertising 
were set forth by Frank Porter of Kansas 
City, Mo. A. F. Sheldon of Chicago dig- 
cussed businese principles. 

Resolutions were passed asking the various 
state legislatures to enact laws that will 
afford American laundrymen protection 
against the competition of the Chinese.

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IN DR. BIEHN CASE 


Is Bacteriologist Paid by Con- 
cern Which Sells Vaccine 
to the City? 


BIAS IN TESTS ALLEGED. 


Neglect of Duty and False Re- 
ports of Analyses Are 
Other Accusations. 


The city hall was startled yesterday when 


a bill of particulars of the accusations 
against Dr. J. F. Biehn, the suspended di- 
rector of the municipal laboratory, was made 
Public with an inkling of some of the evi- 
dence in support of them. 

What was regarded as the most astonish- 
ing disclosure was that there will be pre- 
sented to the civil service commission when 
the bacteriologist has his hearing next Mon- 
day several checks indorsed by him and 
made out by the manager of a company 
whose products needed Dr. Biehn’s approval! 


before they were accepted by the health de- | 


partment. 


In the bill of particulars, beside specifica- | 


tions of the charges of absence without leave 
and similar offenses, it is set up that Dr. 


Biehn reported falsely on analyses made | 


under his direction and that he disobeyed 
orders by issuing certificates to the proprie- 
tors of patent medicines. 

The checks that will be placed in evidence 
are signed by Dr. H. Welcker, head of the 
Fluid Vaccine company of Milwaukee, which 
supplies much of the vaccine used by the 
health department. They are for amounts 
as high as $150 and are said to appear to 
represent payments made at regular inter- 


vals. 
Statement of Dr. Biehn. 

Dr. Biehn refused to explain the transac- 
tions in which the checks were used, an¢é 
limited his comment on the bill of particulars 
to the following typewritten statement issucd 
or the office of his attorney, Robert Red- 
field. 

“When my case comes up for hearing be- 
fore the civil service commission I shall show 
that every dollar which I have received out- 
side of my salary was received in payment 
for professional work done by me at my pri- 
vate laboratory after working hours. 

“ As to my right to work for outside com- 
pensation after working hours, I have the 
precedent established for me by my prede 
cessors in office, followed, also, by the pres- 
ent commissioner of health.’’ 

This Innuendo, when reported to Dr. Evans. 
failed to arouse him from the silence he 
has maintained since he suspended Dr. Biehn. 
a month ago. 

“TI said nothing when it was asserted that 
this case was an outgrowth of the debate over 
pasteurized milk, and I shall continue to be 
silent now when this.showing of the nature 
of the charges proves the baselessness of 
those assertions,’’ he said. ‘‘ This case is 
being handled in the correct manner—that is, 
by the law department.” 


Neglect of Tests Alleged. 

The first and fourth charges were regarded 
as the most sensational] of the set. They fol- 
low: 

“1. That said Dr. J. F. Blehn had neglected 
his duty in that from Jan. 1, 1909, to July 30, 
1908, he himself neglected to test, or to have 
those working under him test, the materials 
purchased by the department of health with 
a view of determining whether those materi- 
als, to-wit: formalin and other chemicals 
supplied to the department of health, were of 
the grade contracted for or accepted as 
standard; that he failed properly to test the 
antitoxin and vaccine with the view of de- 
termining whether they were free {from 
harmful bacteria and of thestrength claimed 
by the sellers; and that for such tests of 
vaccine made during the last three years he 
has accepted various sums of money from 
the manufacturers who supplied the depart- 
ment; that he did not properly control diag- 
noses as required in the laboratory, and that, 
although the work of superintending the lab- 
oratory occupied but one to three hours a 
day, he failed to do any original work. 

‘*4. That on June.10, 1908, Dr. J. F. Biehn 
issued to the Parker Chemical company, man- 
ufacturers of dioso, a certificate as to the 
efficiency of dioso, which upon subsequent 
examination was found falsely to state the 
facts; that this certificate was issued after 
Dr. J. F. Biehn had been repeatedly instruct- 
ed by the head of the department not to issue 
certificates to anything, and the result of 
this certificate and the connection in which 
it has been circulated is to seriously harm the 
reputation of the laboratory of the city of 
Chicago.’’ 

Bias in Analyses Intimated. 

The fifth also contains an intimation that 
the chemist was biased in the reports he made 
of his analyses. This read: 

‘*5. That the said Dr. J. F. Biehn in Sep- 
tember, 1908, made a report on the condition 
of Lake Michigan water in situ, and that we 
can find no evidence in the laboratory of any 
examinations sufficient in number orin other 
details to warrant the conclusions shown in 
that article; that hein November, 1907, wrote 
an article on oystera, and that we cannot 
find any recordsin the laboratory from which 
the conclusions of that article cou!d be 
drawn; that in June, 1909, he reported to the 
city collector that bevo contained 2 per cent 
alcohol, and that subsequent examinations 
repeatedly made have shown that it contains 
less than five-tenths o€ 1 per cent alcohol; 
that in 1908 he reported that our formalin 
purchased by the h: ilth department did not 
contain 40 per cent gas, and that he subse- 
quently reported that it did contain 40 per 
cent gas.” 

Absent Often Without Leave. 

The charge of absenting himself without 
leave was elaborated in the bill by several 
different clasces of offenses under this head. 
One was that he gave several hours a day 
during the winter season to teaching in a 
medical college; another was that he failed 
to obey instructions to appear before the 
council committee on health without ex- 
cuse; a third was that he wage late in reach- 
ing the laboratories in the morning, and a 
fourth that he frequently spent two or three 
hours at noontime in clubs, salooms, and res- 
taurants. 

The charge of incompetency was supported 
by a statement that under his régime the an- 
nual cost of laboratory repairs was from 
$300 to §500 and that it should not have been 
more than $100. It also was stated that he 
employed two milk testers to do the work 
now done by one; that he wasted material: 
that he did not divide the laboratory work 
equally among his assistants; that his re- 
ports were slow, and that his records are 
incomplete and not well kept. 


THROWS PICKAX INTO CAR. 


Driver Injures Two Trolley Passengers 
After a Dispute with the 
Motorman. 


A dispute between a motorman on a north 
bound Wentworth avenue car and a team- 
ster as to their respective right to the car 
tracks terminated last evening at Polk and 
Clark streets when the driver of the wagon 
threw a pickax through the car window, 
injuring two passengers. 

The teamster hurried back to hig wagon 
and, whipping up his horses, eseaped before 
the arrival of the-police. 

The injured passengers were men and they 
were cared for at a drug store before the 
police learned their names.

Voters Unable to Know Quailifi- 
cations of the Candidates 
for Office. 


What Charles FE. Merriam, alderman of 
Chicago and professor of the University of 
Chicago, had to say in favor of direct pri- 
maries on Monday was gainsaid yesterday 
by Edward D. Shurtleff, speaker of the house 
of representatives, and by County Judge 
Rinaker. 

Speaker Shurtleff spake from a partisan 
standpoint. but Judge Rinaker, who ie the 
head of the election machinery of Cook 
county by virtue of his office, gave a calm 
judicial opinion. 

Judge Rinaker has been on the job of in- 
terpreting election laws for the last five or 
six years and during that time hae had four 
distinct primary laws to deal with. The last 
one was drafted in 1908, at a cpecia!l session 
of the legislature, and recently was declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme court. 

For the edification and instruction of the 
New York legislature committee, which has 
been here for the purpose of studying pri- 
mary and: election laws, the judge presented 
a compilation of figures from the election 
board's office, showing the number of votes 
cast in various primary elections, as com- 
pared with the registration andthe votes cast 
in regular elections. 


Shows Defects in the Law. 


After showing by statistics that the vote 
at the primary election in 1906, before the 
direct primary law was passed. was 39 per 
cent of the total registration, and 42 per cent 
of the total vote polled at the regular elec- 
tion, ana that at the August primaries of 
1908, when nominations were mede for gov- 
ernor and the hot fight was on between Gov. 
Deneen and Richard Yates, the total primary 
vote polled was 52 per cent of the registra- 
tion and 56 per cent of the total vote cast at 
the November election, Judge Rinaker went 
on to show how the direct primary fell down 
in the judicial election last April. 

According to his figures, the total vote 
polled at the judicial primary was 18 per 
cent of the total registration and 42 per cent 
of the total vote cast at the regular election. 

‘“*In my opinion,” he said, ** there has been 
no fair and competent test of the direct pri- 
mary in this city, for the reason that an in- 
telligent choice of candidates on the part of 
the voters is impossible. In order tomakean 
intelligent choice, the voter must have some 
means of knowing the candidate, but no 
method was provided by the last direct pri- 
mary law under which we acted, 


Voters Lack Information. 

In answer to other questions he explained 
the difficulty in a populous community of 
finding out anything about the qualifications 
of the reepective candidates for office. 

“In Cook county,” he said, “ there are in 
the neighborhood of 460,000 men over 21 years 
of age. Now, it is next to impossible for 
any one man to know much about more than 
1,500 or 2,000 men in the community in which 
he lives, and no method has been devised by 
which a voter can have an opportunity to 
learn in a big community like this much 
about the merits of the candidates. So when 
he is put in the position of making a com- 
pulsory choice he knows little about the men 
he is to choose from. It seems to me that 


a lack of information.” 


The New York committee was not cog- 
nizant of the great efforts made by the 
Municipal Voters’ league and the II!fnois 
Legislative Voters’ league to inform voters 
regarding the qualifications of the various 
candidates on city and state tickets. 


Cites Late Judicial Election. 


“The vote at the primary election of last 
April shows that for some reason the direct 
primary did not do what we were told it 
would do,” the judge said. “ It was a judicial] 
election and there was nothing toconfuse the 
voters, yet the total primary vote cast wag 
less than 18 per cent of the total registration. 
The voter did not know whom to vote for 
and there was no method given him for mak- 
ing an intelligent selection. 

“The direct primary is a good thing for 
the man who has made his reputation, but 
it is a bad thing for the young man who may 
be equally homest and capable, but who has 
had no chance to make a name for himself. 
He has a hard path to travel.” 

*“*Can't he advertise himself?” asked At- 
torney Knapp. 

“Yes, if he has lots of money,” replied 
Judge Rinaker. 

‘Did the judicial candidates make a per- 
sonal campaign of advertising and that sort 
of thing, and did it cost them individually 
much money?” Mr. Knapp asked. 

“TI can Only answer that from heresay,” 
the judge replied, “ but I am told some of 
them spent a lot of money, and if there is any 
evidence in the posters that some of them put 
out, billing the whole town, I should say the 
evidence is against them.” 


Shurtleff Assails the Law. 

Speaker Shurtleff was openly against the 
direct primary. 

“In the actual workout,” he said. “ the 
direct plurality law, such as we worked under 
last year, is a rich man’s law and an office 
holder’s law. Personally, that part of it 

hich is an office holder’s law I ought to 
like, but it is true that a man who has been 
in public office and with whose name the 
voters are familiar has all the advantage, 
and a new man cannot compete with such s 
candidate upon anything like equa! terms.” 

The committee left In the evening for In- 
dianapolis and will hold a session there 
today, going to Detroit for a session on Fri- 
day, and thence back to New York. So far 
it has taken more than 38,000 typewritten 
pages of testimony, and from this testimony 
it will recommend to the New York legisia- 
ture either an amendment to the present elec- 
tion law or. draft a substitute law, which 
may or may not Include the direct primary 
feature. Chairman Meade would not say 
whether the committee was for or against the 
“direct primary. ‘“ We haven't got to the 
point of discussing that question yet,” he 
said.

ONE JUDGE DISSENTS. 


Ruling Sustains Railroads and 


Strikes Blow at Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 


A crushing blow at the powers of the inter- 
ce commission, an important 


@tate co 


commercial victory for Chicago and the trade — 


distributing centers of the middle west, anda . 


vindication of the present rate making sys- 
tem of the western railroads are contained 
in the decision rendered yesterday in the Mis- 
souri river rate case by Judges Grosscup, 
Baker, and Kohlsaat of the United States 
Circuit court. 

The decision of the court which prevents 
the commission from enforcing by its rate 
reduction orders the principle that through 
rates shall be less than the sums of the locals 
was hailed with delight not only by the rail- 
roads. They foresaw, if the commission were 
upheld, a loss of milions in revenue and a 


disturbance of rate relations established” 


gince the western rajlroads were built. 
Chicago shippers rejoiced also, because they 
would have been placed at a serious disad- 
wantage in feright rates as compared with 
New York and the seaboard cities on the one 
hand and Kansas City, Omaha, and the 
Missouri river cities on the other hand. 
While the direct effect of the decision is to 
prevent the commission from enforcing its or- 
der reducing the rates on through traffic from 
the east to the Missouri, by far the most im- 
portant aspect of the court's ruling is in its 
curtailment of.the powers which have been 
assumed by the commission. For this reason 
the commission will carry its fight at onceto 
the Supreme court of the United States in the 
effort to defend its position. 


One Judge Dissents. 


In their conclusion the judges were not 
wnanimous, Judge Baker dissenting. In the 
Majority opinion of the court, written by 
Judge Grosscup, it is held that the commis- 
gion's rate making power is limited by the 
interstate commerce act to jurisdiction over 
the reasonableness or unreasonableness of a. 
rate itself, but that the initiative in rate mak- 
ing belongs to the carriers. 

‘We are not prepared tosay,”’ writes Judge 
Grosscup,’’: that. the. commission has not 
power to enter upon a plan toward a system 
of rates wherein the rates for longer and 
shorter hauls will taper downward according 
to distance, provided such tapering is both 
comprehensively and systematically applied 
—applied with the design of carrying /out 
what may be the economic fact that it is 
worth something less per mile to carry 
freight long distances than short distances. 

** But,”’ the court says, “ it does not follow 
that power of that character includes power, 
by the use of differentials, to artificially di- 
vide up the country into trade zones tribu- 
tary to given trade and manufacturing cen- 
ters, the commission, in such cases, having 
as a result power to predetermine what the 
trade and manufacturing centers shall be, for 
such a power, vaster than any that one body 
of men has heretofore exercised, though 
wisely exerted in specific instances, would 
be putting in the hands of the commission the 
general power of life and death over every 
trade and manufacturing center in the Unit- 


ed States.’’ 


An Artificial Hand. 

“Tt must be understood, however, that 
these orders of the commission are enjoined 
solely because, in our judgment, they lay 

n the commerce and manufacturing of 
the localities affected an artificia] hand that 
congress never intended should be put forth, 
@nd are, therefore, outside the power con- 
ferred on the commissjan by congress, for 
with. the questio6n of a reduction in rates, or 
@ readjustment of rates, from which such 
artificial] results have been eliminated, we 
are not now dealing.” 

Judge Baker in his dissenting opinion con- 
fines himself largely to direct questions of 
law and says that the commission may lower 
rates which it finds unreasonable, in its own 
discretion. No evidence, he says, shows that 
the reduced rates are not compensatory, and 
the claim of the railroads and the interven- 

g shippers of discrimination against the 
intermediate cities he finds baseless. 

“If congress cannot constitutionally make 
@ genera! declaration that the rates shall be 
reasonabie and not justly discriminatory,’’ he 
Says, ‘‘and then trust to an executive body 
to hear evidence and decide questions of fact 
respecting reasonableness and just discrim- 
ination, the power of congress over rates 
would be worthless, for it would be utterly 
impracticable for congress itself to make en- 
actments to cover the specific instances,”’ 


Temporary Injunction. 


Besides granting the permanent decision 
in the Missouri river case, the court also 
granted a temporary injunction in the Den- 
ver rate case, which is based upon similar 
principles. This case, involving the through 
rates from Chicago and St. Louis to Denver, 
is pending final decision on a demurrer filed 
by the interstate commerce commission. 

The:case involving the rates to Des Moines, 
Ia., in which the Rock Island last week 
asked a temporary Injunction, is included in 
the same classification and is equally affected 
by the Missouri decision. 

The action against the commission in which 
the injunction was granted was brought by 
five roads—the Rock Island, the Burlington, 
the Milwaukee, the Northwestern, and the 
Great Western. These roads were the origi- 
nal defendants before the commission on a 
complaint brought by the Burnham-Hanna- 
Munger Dry Goods company of Kansas City 
and other Missouri river jobbers, alleging 
that their through rate—$1.47 per hundred 
pounds on first class business—was ‘too high 
as compared with the rates to St: Paul. 

The Missouri river rate is made up of 87 
cents, the rate from the seaboard to the Mis- 
sissippi river, plus 60 cents, the rate from the 
Mississippi to the Missouri. The commis- 
son held that the St. Paul rates were reason- 
@ble because they were controlled by water 


«~~ and Canadan competition, but reduced the 


Missouri river rate by ordering a 9 cent re- 
duction in the proportion between the rivers 
only when applied to through traffic. 


Cities at Disadvantage. 

This imposed a disadvantage of ¥Y cents 
upon Chicago, Buffalo, Detroit, Cleveland, 
St. Louis, and in fact all cities except those 
at the extremes of the rates. 

“It is apparent,” says Judge Grosscup. 
“that whatever: may be the principle on 
which the orders are based, the effect will be 
by means of the differentials named, to pro- 
tect to a certain degree the Missouri river 
jobbers and manufacturers within a given 
zone of territory against the jobbers and 
manufacturers in the Central Traffic asso- 
ciation territory, and to protect, to a certain 
degree, the Denver jobbers and manufac- 
turers within a given zone of territory 
against the competition of the Missouri river 
jobbers and manufacturers, as also to-epen 
up to the Atlantic seaboard in its trade with 
both the Missouri river and Denver zones of 
territory the advantages contained in the 
differentials against the competition of both 

the intervening Central Traffic association 
territory and the Missouri river territory.”

This system has been adhered to through- 
out the west, it was asserted, and to substi- 
tute for it new through rates across al! the 
basing lines would work to the disadvantage 
not only of the cities on the basing lines, but 
also of all intermediate points, with the ulti- 
mate result that only New York and San 
Francisco would profit. 


Decision Long Awaited. 

The decision has been anxiously awaited 
by both railroads and shippers for many 
months. ° 

“The effect of the decision,” sald William 
D. McHugh, who, with C. C. H. Fyffe, con. 
ducted the case for the railroads, ‘‘is to 
establish the principle that the railroad com- 
panies have the right to maintain rates which 
are reasonable, non-discriminatory and in 
conformity to law without interference of 
any arbitrary principle. 

* The interstate commerce commission has 
np power to interfere with a rate or rate ad- 
justment that is lawful in itself. Here was 
an adjustment of rates not in violation of 
any statute, but the commission attempted 
to overturn it, not on grounds of unreason- 
ableness, but because it was in conflict with 
the commission’s ideas as to what arate sys- 
tem should be.”’ 

E. B.: Boyd, assistant to the vice-president 
in charge of traffic of the Gould system, who 
was the principal traffic expert on the rail- 
roads’ side of the case, said: 

“The decision 18 a good thing, not only for 
Chicago and the Mississippi valley, but also 
for the éntire country. It is of vital interest 
to all of the distributing sections and the 
larger markets by insuring to them the 
knowledge that the natural advantages they 
may possess are to be recognized and that 
judgment displayed by business men in lo- 


cating at anf given point after a careful ex- 


amination of conditions is not to be nullified 
to establish an artificial theory. 


Result of Conditions. 

“The railroads did not make these rates 
of their own volition. They are the result 
of natural geographical conditions and the 
needs of the shippers and the interstate com- 
merce commission cannot upset them by an 
artifictal theory.’’ 

John M. Glenn, secretary of the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association, was jubilant 
over the decision. He said: 

“The effect of the decision will be to give 
this territory an opportunity. to compete with 
other manufacturers elsewhere on an equita- 
ble basis, instead of being forced to cut prices 
to offset unfair freight rates made in favor 
of the shippers of the seaboard or the Mis- 
souri river.’’ 

James Simpson, Vice president of Marshal! 
Field & Co., and chairman of the traffic com- 
mittee of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce, which opposed the original demands 
of the Missouri! river jobbers, was more 
reticent, but appeared pleased with the de- 
cision. 

‘We intervened in the case on the side of 

the railroads,’’ he said, ‘‘and I think that 
outlines our position inthe case. However, 
I do not care to express a further opinion until 
I have read the full text of the decision.”’ 
F. B. Montgomery, chairman of the traffic 
committee of the Manufacturers’ association, 
said the decision would undoubtedly be of 
material benefit to Chicago business inter- 
ests. 


Retain Existing Rates. 

The decision of the court permits the rail- 
roads to retain the existing rate from the 
Atlantic seaboard to the Missouri river of 
$1.47 per hundred. In the Denver case the 
joint rate now in force from Chicago to Den- 
ver on first class freight is $2.05 and from 
St. Louis to Denver $1.80. The commission 
directed a reduction of these rates to $1.80 
and $1.62. 

In granting the injunction sought by the 
roads the court says that the legal contest 
before them is much more than a contest 
between railroads and shippers; it is a strug- 
gle between the commercial and manufac- 
turing interests of the Missouri river cities 
and of the Atlantic seaboard on the one side, 
as their interests are identical, and the com- 
mercial and manufacturing interests of the 
central traffic territory on the other side. 

The main argument of the railroads was 
that by reducing the rates between the rivers 
as applied only to the through traffic the 
commission was discriminating against all 
other than through shipments, ds it would 
admittedly cost the Chicago merchant more 
to ship from New York at local rates, trans- 
fer the goods to a western road, and pay an- 
other local rate in distributing his goods to 
a western city in competition with a Mis- 
souri river jobber. 


Discusses Cost of Carriage. 

In his decision Judge Grosscup says on 
this point: 

“There is no testimony that the cost of 
the carriage from the Atlantic seaboard to 
the Missouri river, or the cost of the carriage 
from Chicago and St. Louis to Denver, is less 
on through traffic than on traffic that goes 
first to the Mississippi river and then is re- 
shipped to Denver. On the contrary, it was 
stated in the argument, and not contro- 
verted, in the case of shipments from the 
river 
cities, that the cost of service is greater on 
reshipments than on through shipments. Cost 
of service, therefore, is neither the principle 
on which the commission’s orders are 
grounded nor the purpose for such orders. 

“When we turn to the interstate com- 
merce act we find that congress has left the 
fixing of rates initially, not with the commis- 
sion but with the railroads. The sole power 
conferred upon the commission is in a given 
case of a rate being found unreasonable in 
the amount charged, or unduly discrimina- 
tory between individuals or localities, to 
command the carrier to desist, and as a cor- 
rective to name a rate in the place of such 
given rate that will not be unreasonably or 
unduly discriminatory. 

“ These provisions, as we read them, were 
designed, so far as localities are a factor in 
the question, to prevent localities from being 
built up or destroyed by artificial rates, not 
to continue the policy that, by artificial rates, 
builds up and destroys localities—to take 
away from the railroads the power of life and 
death over manufacturers and commerce of 
given localities, not to transfer such power 
to the commission or any other single body 
of men.”’ 


Viewed in Washington. 

The decision is believed in Washington to 
make the most serious breach in the Hep- 
burn act since its enactment. Officials of the 
interstate commerce commission made no 
secret of this. They regard the case as the 
most important since the amended interstate 
commerce act took effect, and one of the most 
important since the organization of the com- 
mission in 1887. 

As viewed by experts of the commission the 


| decision goes to the heart of the power of the 


} commission—that is, its power to prescribe 
rates. The interstate commerce commission 
will take the cese to the circuit court of ap- 
peals as soon as possible, and in any event it 
will reach the supreme court of the United

often are wonderfully beautiful, with their 
fine carved fronts. 

Certainly the beauties of the windows of the 
mosques of Sidi Said I shall never forget. 
The groves of palm trees, moved by the wind, 
depicted in delicate stone tracery. is some- 
thing which one could not belleve possible 
without seeing. Of one of these windows it is 
even said that its beauty. surpasses anything 
at Agra or Delhi. 

Of the other glorious mosques and the 
superb minarets I havé no time to say a 
word, but I eannot pass over the impression 
produced by a comparatively modern temple 
built about fifty years ago, of white marble, 
surmounted by fifty wonderful domes. It is 
the Jain temple and is especially refreshing, 
for it is an evidence that native architecture 
has not yet been entirely subdued through 
English rule. 


Holiday Stops All Industry. 

Wednesday. — Leaving Ahmedebad early 
this morning, after a night with heat, mos- 
quitoes, and the noige of many big drums, we 
traveled till 1 o’clock across a semi-arid plain. 
Here and there were patches of grain, ripen 
ing or being harvested; avery level country, 
like western Kansas, but devoid of color— 
smoky, ashy gray. Few treésand irregularly 
scattered fences made of growing cactus. 
Streams nearly or quite dry. All business 
suspended, as this is a holiday. 

Crowds of gayly dressed men and women 
every where, singing and beating drums. Bur- 
ton, United States Indian agent; forfmerly in 
charge of the Hopi Indians of Arizona, would 
be scandalized in India—children naked, men 
with a loin cloth and women with bare legs 
and abdomens. The men are all turbaned 
and I have seen a thousand different kinds. 
The men we have seen today are much be- 
smeared on the face and hands with a red ver- 
milion and perfumed with camphor; many 
are drunk. ! 

We saw villages of straw housés with elon- 
gated domes, on stone foundations, side by 
side like cells in a beehive. It is easily seen 
that a wheat failure spells famine. There is 
much plague here and there, over one hundred 
déaths a day in Bombay, more in a town we 
shall visit tomorrow. No one seems to mind, 
the bodies are burned at-.once on funeral 
pyres, the regular Hindu custom. 


a 
Monkeys and Hindus Thick. 

We pass countless monkeys, big ones 
scampering over the ground or in trees, tame 
as chickens, often a whole-treeful of them, 
and many beautiful birds. We took our 
breakfast at 11:30 in the dining .car, served 
by barefooted, beturbaned Hindus, as we 
were at the Taj Mahal, the best in Indfa. 
The country becomes even, more barren and 
rugged, sharp pointed mountains 6,000 feet 
high loom up on either side. The plain now 
contains many almost leafiess cotton trees. 
covered with a rank mass of huge blossoms of 
fiery red. 

At 1 o'clock we halt at Abu Road, a sma!) 
town. Luncheon atthe railway station, and 
at 1:30 o’clock*we-sStarted-on.a.heavy two 
wheeled cart, with two horses and a bare- 
footed, tall, Rajput driver, over a good road. 
Soon we leave the’plain and begin to ascend 
Mt. Abu, 5,000 feet high: The road is a grand 
one, finely. built, weaving and .ziggagging 
back and forth: along the arid mountain. 

We changed horses four times and in three 
houts were at Mount Abu, a.lovely valley in 
the center of the mountains.. But at once 
our traublese began...We were not up here to 
sée the lovely valleys tucked in among the 
mountains or beautiful little lakes, nor were 
we interested in the headquarters of the 
Rajputana administration, nor.a near-by 
hot water resort and sanitarium for the 
Euroean troops. fe: cig iter 

Hard Climb to Dilwarra Temples. 

What we wanted to see were the Dilwarra 

temples, said to be the finest Jain temipies in

the world, and one of the most remarkable 
sights in all India. Murray told us we would 
need a pass to see the temples, but did not 
tell us where we could obtgin one. Our time 
was short, for we proposed to return to Abu 
road tonight. Leaping from our tonga. we 
inquired the way to the office of the magis- 
trate. This was no easy matter, for the na- 
tives were all drunk in celebration of the 
Same great festival which we saw yesterday 
in Ahmedebad. 

The magistrate’s office was locked; a legal 
holiday. After several vain attempts we 
found his house, explained the fiature of our 
errand, and he frankly told us that it was 
not only too late to see the temples, but, even 
if we could see them, we could not make the 
mountain ascent after night, for no one was 
allowed on the road afte dark. 

We implored; he finally relented and wrote 
out the pass, but warned us that we might 
have difficulty in gaining admission, because 
it was not a legal form, but told us that if 
we were back by 5 he would grant us a permit 
to use the mountain road. Thus armed. we 
set out by a hard trail for the two-mile walk 
to the temples. Our unusual! looking pass 
would not have admitted us, but Mr. Goll 
had thoughtfully provided us with a letter 
to the keeper of the temples whom he knew. 
This proved efficacious. 


Jain Temple Most Beautiful. 


We spent an hour in open mouthed and 
wide eyed astonishment and admiration at 
this marvel of whit® marble temples. The 
whole structure is of pure white marble ahé 
is most elaborately carved; and as for the 
ceiling or roof of the main temple, I am 
ready to admit that there isprobably nothing 
in the world to equal it. One of the temples 
alone required fourteen years for its con- 
struction and cost many millions of dollars 
All the temples seemed in perfect order and 


f\ are beautifully placed in a setting of great 


mango trees, while all about are fields of 
— grain, the whole inclosed by high 
ills. 

It really seemed a crime to have to tear 
ourselves away with such a brief visit. The 
temples are worthy of the admiration of 
days, but back we started on a hard walk, 
secured fresh horses, and were off down the 
mountain side at a nine mile an hour pace. 

The ride downward was even more thrill- 
ing than the ascent, and our big Mohamme- 
dan driver displayed great skill in his hand- 
ling of the horses. From time to time he 
gave a long, semi-mucisal blast on his an- 
cient brass trumpet, the call echoing back 
and forth among the hills, warning any lag- 
gards in front to clear the way. 


Beautiful Moon Completes Day. 

As we turned out of the mountain road into 
the long descent the full moon came out and 
the return left nothing to be désired. Both 
going and coming we passed innumerable 
monkeys as tame as crows, and great throngs 
of gayly painted Hindus with their faces be- 
daubed with caste marks and clothed in 
bright, thin robes. 

At 8 o’clock sharp we were back at the 
station. We at once had a frugal dinner in 
the restaurant and are now awaiting the 
train for Jaipur, where we are to arrive to- 
morrow. It has been_a day never to be for- 
gotten and we have accomplished, by dint of 
refusing to accept a “no,” in seven heurs 
that which usually takes at least two days: 
but I am not proud of it; I should have pre- 
ferred the two days.

THREATS COME OVER PHONE 


Woman Says She Is Warned Not 
to Prosecute Maj. Moore. 


THE CASE IS CONTINUED. 


Two Detectives Will Investigate the 
Mysterious Messages, 


Threats against Mrs. Jessie B. Olmstead, 
who is prosecuting Maj. M. Moore for ob- 
taining $600 from her by false pretenses, so 
alarmed her yesterday that she fled her home 
at 5439 Prairie avenue. 

It was stated there that she has become 
extremely nervous over mysterious mes- 
sages, several of which threaten death un- 
leas she drops the case. 

Mrs. Olmstead appeared in the Englewood 
court in the afternoon with her daughter, Jes- 
sie. She declared that the messages have so 
frightened her that she does not dare answer 
the telephone. Maj. Moore, attended by At- 
torney Edward B. Morris, colored, was on 
hand early. He declined to discuss the 
charges made by Mrs. Olmstead. 


May Have Been Hypnotized. 

“I was hypn®iized by Maj. Moore, I sup- 
pose,” said :‘MrsOlmstead. “ He certainly 
had some sort of,influence over me. Once, 
during a card game, he drew a revolver and 
threatened to kill one of the men playing with 
him. Since then I have always been afraid of 
him, and thoug/nt of that incident when put- 
ting the money in his hands. 

“I am not the only one who has lost money. 
Since it was known that I intended to pros- 
ecute Moore J have received half a dozen 
calls from people who have suffered.”’ 

Peter Frieberg, a nelghbor of Moore until 
the latter moved from 6349 Eggleston avenue, 
said he had given Moore’$§25:with the under- 
standing that the amount ‘would be invested 
and bring him a profit of $300. 


Defends Moore’s Deals. 

Edward B.,Morris, Moore’s attorney, de- 
clared he has the proof that his client made 
all the deals agreed upon. 

** Mr. Moore cannot help it if none of them 
panned out,’’ said the. defendant’s counsel. 
**In each case it was understood that the 
money was to be used for speculative pur- 
poses. Mrs. Olmstead would have been hap- 
Py enough if she had won.”’ 

The case was postponed by motion of As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Barnes pending an 
investigation by Detectives Dillard and Zink 
of the telephone threats. ‘The officers in the 
meantime will communicate with authorities 
of Appleton, Wis., where Moore formerly 
lived. 


SIMPLIFIED SPELLING BOARD 
NOW HAS 3,261 WORDS LISTED. 


Large Number of New Reforms Sought 
—Support to Movement Pledged by 
Many Teachers and Othgrs. 


New York, Aug. 24.—[Special.]—The sim- 
plified spelling board, which started its 
spelling reform three years ago with a list of 
800 words, now has published a list con- 
taining 8,261 words that the board thinks 
need reforming. The officers of the board 
are at work compiling a ‘‘ manual of sim- 
plified spelling,’’ dealing with 25,000 words. 

The latest list contains in addition to the 
former list of words having -ea-, pronounced 
-e-, and so simplified as in hed, helth, 
spred, etc., the preterits and participles end- 
ing in. -ed, pronounced -d, and so simplified 
as in armd, burnd, fild, livd, etc.; words end- 
ing in -ice, pronounced -is, and so simplified 
as in coppis, cornis, crevis, Justis, etc.; words 
ending in -ve, pronounced -v, and so simpli- 
fled when preceded by 1 or r, as in delv, 
solv, carv, and garv. 

Dr. Scott says there are 26¥ periodicals in 
forty-one states and territories which have 
taken up the spelling reform to some extent. 
In the superintendents and college professors 
who have signed the agreement to use the 
shorter forms of spelling every large univer- 
sity and college is represented. 

The Iinois State Normal! university of 
Normal uses the full list of simplined speli- 
ings in its catalogues and other publications. 
Other normal schools in Colorado, Minnesota, 
Pennsylvania, and Wisconsin use the simpii- 


1 fied spelling to a greater or less degree. 


CHURCH RITES FOR SUTTON. 


Cardinal Gibbons Will Consecrate 
Grave—Satisfied Death Wasn’t 
a Suicide. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 24—The body of 
Lieut. James N. Sutton of the United States 
marine corps, is to be disinterred and ex- 
amined by medical and gunshot experte to 
determine the nature of the wounds that 
caused his death. 

Before reburial the ground in which the 
body now rests im Arlington National ceme- 
tery, near this city, is to be consecrated under 
the rites of the Catholic church. Cardinal 
Gibbons has sanctioned this plan, and it is 
to be carried out within a day or two. 

The mother of Lieut. Sutton has deplored 
ever since the body of her son was placed 
im its grave that the ban of the church 
against suicides has served to prevent its 
resting in consecrated ground.

BURY . 
VICTIMS OF RIOT 


Three More Bodies Found at |. 


McKees Rocks, Making To- 
tal of Dead Eleven. 


TRUCE IN THE FIGHTING. 


Pressed Steel Car Company Op- 
erates Plant Steadily; 
Troops Guard Town. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 24.—Gloom covered the 
little village of McKees Rock, today.. Long 
funeral processions, pitiful in their attempt 
at proper decorum, wended their way at odd 
hours from the Greek Catholic church to 8t. 
Mary’s cemétery, just outside Schoenville. 
The strikers and their families crowded in 
the van of these funeral trains, dressed in 
their finery, and bearing an air of deep grief. 
One band of eight musicians furnished the 
tunes to which the strikers tramped in dust 
and grime to pay their respects to the men 
they look upon as martyrs to a lost cause. 

The finding late today of three more bodies 
of terribly beaten strike sympathizers also 
was horrifying in its ghastliness, for troop- 
ers, detailed to the work of searching for 
dead and wounded, made little effort to spare 
the feelings of the men who gathered about 
them when the bodies, two under a pile of 
railroad ties and one under a culvert on the 
tracks of the Pittsburg and Lake Erie rail- 
road, were pulled into sight. The corpses, 
hardly recognizable as those of human 
beings, were hastily piled into a morgue 
wagon and turned over to the county officials, 

The total death list resulting from Sunday 
night’s disorders now totals eleven, while two 
are in hospitals and expected to die within 
the next twenty-four hours. The less seri- 
ously injured are all reported to be improving 
slowly. 


Meeting Avoided by Strikers. 

With the burial of the dead strikers and 
the finding of additional bodies came a truce 
in hostilities. From dawn to nightfall not 
a pistol shot was heard, neither was an ar- 
rest made. 

The strikers and their sympathizers dur- 
ing the day kept to themselves and even gave 
up a massmeeting planned for the late after- 
noon, as they believed any gathering of the 
workmen could do no good at this time 
Eugene V. Debs, the Socialistic orator, was 
in MceKees Rocks to address the strikers. 

Bugene V. Debs tonight announced that to- 
morrow he would be at the Indian Mound to 
address the strikers. 

‘“‘T have been threatened,’’ said Mr. Debs, 
‘‘that I will receive bodily harm if I at- 
tempt to sheak, but I will be there if I am 
alive. No Pennsylvania troopers will prevent 
me from addressing these men. I have as 
much right to free speech as has Theodore 
Roosevelt and I intend to exercise it.” 

It is conceded by all that the strikers have 
‘lost their fight. The Pressed Steel Car com- 
pany plant today was in operation with 1,000 
men at work. These men, while not al! 
skilled or finished workmen, turned out three 
steel cars, which were placed on view just 
outside the car plant gates. In a measure, 
President Frank Hoffstot of the car com- 
pany has made good his word, given at the 
inception of the labor trouble, that he never 
would give in to the strikers if he wasruined 


financially. 
Sixty-five Prisoners Shipped. 

Martial law held sway in the strike zone 
today. With over 150 state and county offi- 
cers patrolling the streets and the car come 
pany stockade, there was little chance for 
disorder to develop effective headway. 

An official investigation of the conditions 
insite the stockade at McKee’s Rocks will 
begin tomorrow morning. The federal dis- 
trict attorney, J. H. Jordan, late today re- 
ceived orders to move on the big plant and in- 
vestigate the charges of peonage which have 
been made against President Frank H. Hoff- 
stot in conjunction with Samuel} Cohn, of the 
employment bureau. Attorney Jordan is em- 
powered to take with him in his search 
through the plant those who may prove they 
have interest in the workings of theplant. It 
is understood the strikers will send a commit- 


tee with Jordan. 


RAND-M’NALLY PRINTERS OUT; 
ORGANIZERS ARE DISCHARGED. 


Forty-five Obey Order and Leaders De- 
clare Stubborn Fight Will Be Made 
for Ousted Men. 


A force of printers employed by Rand, Mc- 
Nally & Co. yesterday went out on a strike. 
The trouble arose when officials of the com- 
pany discharged several! printers for “ per~ 
nicious activity ’’ in organizing a unionin the 
company’s printing shop. 

Forty-five men obeyed the strike order and 
the leaders declared they will tie up the en- 
tire shop withina few days. The concern has 
operated on a nonunion basis since the print- 
ers’ eight hour strike four yearsago. 

Recently organizers for the union have 
been busy among the men with the object of 
bringing the shop back to a union basis. 

It was said by the union leaders that a 
majority of the men have signed the roster 
of the union and that a stubborn fight will 
be made unless the discharged men are rein- 
stated. 

E. A. Russell, treasurer of the Otis Ele 
vator company, announced that it isex- 
tremely unlikely that the company will with- 
draw ita force of machinists at work on ele- 
vator construction in the People’s Gaslight 
and Coke company’: new building on account 
of the strike called against Martin B. 
(*‘ Skinny ’’) Madden’s alleged strike break- 
ers. 
Mr. Russell said the machinists are union 
men so far as the company is concerned and 
the officials would pay no attention to the 
new Building Trades council. Only six men 
were at work on the structure during the day. 


RECRUITS 90 STRIKEBREAKERS 


P. L. Bergoff Sends Force of Skilled 
Steel Workers and Riveters to 
McKees Rocks, Pa. 


A force of ninety strikebreakers, said to be 
skilled steel workers and riveters, was re- 
cruited in Chicago yesterday and sent to Mc- 
Kees Rocks, Pa., to help break the strike 
in progress there against the Pressed Steel 
Car company. They are due to arrive at the 
plant late tonight or tomorrow morning. A 
force of ten guards accompanied the work- 
men. 

The men were recruited by P. L. Bergpff, 
who declared he has furnished the strike 
bound concern at McKees Rocks with nearly 
8,000 strikebreakers from various parts of the 
country. 

Bergoff will remain in Chicago until this 
evening to watch developments in the street 
car negotiations. He said he has a large 
force of motormen and conductors in the east 
ready to come to Chicago at once in the event 


of a strike.

After the negro was slain his body was 
hung to a pole for an hour and then was 
dragged to the public square by a mob, which 
placed it upon a pile of barrels and boxes and 
poured about ten gallons of kerosene on it. 
A match then was applied and the body was 
consumed.

SECOMBE SAYS HE WILL SUE 
ANY WHO SLANDER HIS ‘QUADS.’ 


Deposed Pastor Declares He Will Bring 
Court Proceedings if Any More 
Doubts Are Cast at Children. 


Northampton, Mass., Aug. 24.—[Special. ]— 
The Rev. Samuel Howe Secombe,. deposed 
pastor of the little Congregational church 
at Goshen, today issued a statement in de- 
fense of the claim that he is the father and 
Mrs. Secombe the mother of the quadrupkets 
born on May 26, the birth of which aroused 
the curiosity of physicians throughout the 
country. Through a local lawyer Secombe 
today said: 

“I will bring legal proceedings against 
any person who makes any statement which 
doubts or tends to lead to public doubt that 
I am the father of the quadruplets.”’ 

That there are four babies in the Secombe 
family is true, but the excitement ‘of the 
controversy over the children has brought 
out many rumors. Secombe has been 
brought into such notoriety because of cer- 
tain charges that he has been forced to resign 
his $500 pastorate. He still occupies the par- 
sonage where he daily is receiving a flood of 
mail, some letters being from curjous persons 
and others from doctors, and still more mes- 
sages of sympathy. Secombe has four other 
children besides the quadruplets. Secombe 
said today he soon would move to Florence, 
near here, but did not say what he would do. 
He was a lawyer before becoming a minister. 


CHICAGO RECORDS TELL LITTLE. 

The Rev. Mr. Secombe, formerly of this 
city, may have difficulty in obtaining Chi- 
cago witnesses to substantiate his claim. 

According to the eastern dispatches, Mr. 
Secombe married in Chicago late last year 
and the birth of the children in May, this 
year, was hurried on a bit through fright 
occasioned by the entry of a burglar at the 
family residence, 811 Fulton street. 

Careful search of the records in the county 
clerk's office failed to reveal any record of 
@ marriage license issued to Samuel H. Se- 
combe and there is no record of birth of quad- 
ruplets or any smaller number of children to 
Secombe, so far as a reporter for THD TRIB- 
UNE and a clerk in the county clerk’s office 
could find. 

Neighbors in the vicinity of 811 Fulton 
street said a couple, with four children, lived 
there for about a year previous to the middle 
of June last, when themother with four chil- 
dren ranging from 5 to 12 years of age, and 
one infant only a few days old, moved ta 
Goshen, the man having gone east a month 


previously. 


WOMAN KILLED IN ATTACK 
BY A CARLISLE, IND., MOB. 


Residence of Mine Superintendent Is 
Besieged and Whole Town Is Thrown 
Into Panic. 


Carlisle, Ind., Aug. 25.—A mob attacked the 
home of Stephen Hart, superintendent of the 
Carlisle coal mine, early today, and Hart's 
wife was fatally shot. The town is in a 
panic. The miners had been threatening the 
superintendent for several weeks.

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WO MORE FIRES: 
FIREBUG SOUGHT 


Similarity of Feed Store 
Blazes. Causes Police to Look 
for Andrew Hanson. 


LOSS IS PUT AT $55,000. 


Burning Structures Endanger 
Lives of Scores of Persons 
in Flat Buildings. 


Fires in two widely distant parts of the city, 
entailing a loss of $55,000 yesterday, and both 
of which started in feed stores, caused Fire 
Attorney Hogan and Marshal Seyferlich to 
instruct the police to redoubie their efforts 
toward the apprehension of Andrew Han- 
son, the “ firebug,”’ who, two months ago, es- 
caped from the Northern Hospital for the 


Insane at Elgin. 

The similarity of the two blazes convinced 
the officials that they were not accidental. 
Both, according to the official reporta, started 
through the ignition of bales of hay in the 
rear of the burned structures. Feed stores 
and engine houses are Hanson's favorite 
places of operation. The store of Seymour 
Brothers and adjoining buildings at Ohio and 
Noble streets were destroyed at noon with 
a loss of $30,000, and three hours later thse 
store of Frederick E. Jahp & Co., 1020 West 
Lake street, and adjacent buildings were 
damaged to the extent of $25,000. Two horses 
were burned to death in this blaze and fam- 
ilies were driven to the street in both in- 
stances. Each fire required special alarms 
and the department had a task in subduing 
the flames. 


Fire Gains Headway. 

The Seymour fire had gained considerable 
headway before it was discovered. Before 
the department arrived the adjoining wooden 
structures were blazing, and the firemen had 
a difficult time preventing the occupants of 
the houses rushing back into the to 
reecue their property. 

Mrs. V. Joy, 1420 West Ohio, and Mrs. 
Mary Neidhardt, 1682 Spalding avenue, and 
Mrs. Nellie Hassley, 1500 Fulton street, who 
were visiting her, became excited and jumped 
from a window, but escaped with a few cuts 
and bruises. 

Sparks were carrie@ to the roofs of the 
bulldings at 321 and 828 West Erie street, a 
block away, and the Italian families fied in 
terror. 

The lose to Seymour Brothers Is estimated 
at $5,000. The dwelling the firm occupied 
at 868 ‘West Ohio street was damaged to 
the extent of $3,000. Among the other losses 
were: Albert Taglio, 365 West Ohio street, 
$500; John Fletcher and Mrs. Charles Hunt- 
ington, 359 West Ohio street, $2,000; Mrs. 
Mary Downing, same number, $3,000; and 
John Nelson and John Ornberg, at 357 West 
Ohio street, about $200 each. 

The Lake street elevated structure caught 
fire through the west side blaze, but was ex- 
tinguished with comparatively Nttle damage. 
Mr. Jahp, head of the firm, had his attention 
attracted to the blaze through the barking of 
his dog, “ Spot.’’ 


Unable to Rescue Horses. 

The fire spread with such great rapidity 
that his employés found it impossible to res- 
cue all of the horses in the stable. 

The principal losers were: 
$5,000; N. Mathy & Son, haberdashery, 1016 
Lake street, .§1,000; Bernard Fitzpatrick 
company, expressing, 7 Western avenue, 
$1,500; Curielli brothers, saloon, Lake street 
and Western avenue, §500; Mrs. L. Mulcahy, 
grocery, 5 Western avenue, $500. 

All of the persons living in the apartments 
at 1016 and 1018 Lake street and at 8 and 5 
Lake streets were driven from their homes 
and suffered more or less damage. 

Charles McGorry, under arrest on the 
charge of breaking into the Austin Methodist 
church and setting it afire, will be tried at the 
Desplaines street station today. Attorney F. 
H. Brooke, who is the complaining witness. 
yesterday declared that the prisoner would 
first be tried on the burglary charge and then 
for arson. . 


CLEVELAND LOYAL TO PARTY, 
WRITES RICHARD GILDER. 


Magazine Article Recalls an Instance 
of Defiance of Tammany by the Late 
Former President. 


New York, Aug. 24.—[Special.j—* Mr. 
Cleveland was decidedly a party man. He be- 
lieved every man should be active in politics, 
and he practiced this doctrine from early 
manhood,’ writes Hichard Watson Uilider in 
the September Century in an article entitied 
“ Cleveland’s Heélection and Second Admin- 
istration.’’ 

“I do not believe he ever voted for a candi- 
date outside his party, and yet inside his reg- 
ularity he manifested singular independence 
and at times even detachment,’ Mr. Gilder 
says. 

The writer then goes on to give his version 
of a dinner in 1892, at which Mr. Cleveland 
met prominent Tammany men after he had 
been importuned to give Tammany a pledge. 
He says: 

“‘Mr. Cleveland never told me what hap- 
pened, but I was told by one who was there 
that when a certain politician made a de- 
mand for a written pledge Mr. Cleveland 
flamed up and, bringing his fist down on the 
table with a crash, declared that rather than 
do what was asked of him he would suffer 
damnation. At this one of Mr. Cleveland's 
leading supporters turned pale, thinking that 
it was ‘all up.’ ”’ 

“ After this remarkable declaration of in- 
dependence, Mr. Cleveland calmed down 


and subsequently sald that if he ever was 
president again he wouldn't divide the party 
into personal friends and. personal enemies, 
but would regard all alike and without par- 
tiality.”’

“There was no strike talk in the confer- 
ence; said Mr. J‘isher. “I should say the 
situation is approaching detiniteness Of un- 
derstanding.”’ 


New Proposition by the Union. 
Then thestatement of the union upon which 
‘ yeplies of the traction heads were based was 
given out. Formally, it was from the north 
and west side union and was addressed to 
President Roach of the Railways company, 
but it represented the general union demand. 


It follows: 

“Dear Sir—Upon the part of our associa- 
tion desiring to reach a peaceful settlement 
of this dispute, we hereby offer the following 
as a basis of settlement: 

* Whereas, the company has offered a scale 
of wages which grants to the men who have 
completed one year’s service at 27 cents per 
hour, that they will grant them in the future 
28 cents an hour for the following year and 
29 cents an hour for the next year and 30 
cents an hour thereafter. 

** Now, if the company will complete this 
gcale on this basis affecting all motormen and 
conductors and correct the wage section to 
read as follows: : 

“ The company agrees to pay the following 
wage scale: All motormen and conductors 
‘who have been in the service of the company 
one year at 27 cents an hour shall receive 28 
cents per hour from Aug. 1, 1909, to Aug. 1, 
1910, and from Aug. 1, 1910 to Aug. 1, 1911, 29 
cents per hour, and from and after the date 
of Aug. 1, 1911 they shall receive 30 cents per 
) hour, and motormen and conductors now in 

' the service under one year, or new men who 
may enter the service in the future shall re- 
eeive for the first three months’ service 24 
cents per hour, for the next nine months they 
shall receive 27 cents per hour, for the second 
year they shall receive 28 cents per hour, for 
the third year 29 cents per -hour and there- 
efter 30 cents per hour. 

“ And if they will change the agreement to 
expire on Aug. 1, 1912, we will recommend the 
@ame to our organizations for acceptance.’’ 


Replies by Traction Heads. 

The replies of the traction heads perhaps 
‘were the most important statements made by 
the companies since the beginning of the 
entire controversy, They dwelt upon the 
responsibility of the companies to the public, 
and gave statistics as to the comparative 
Mability to accidents of old and new men and 
the cost of accidents to the companies. 

Mr. Mitten’s statement, containing his new 

‘wage scale offer, gave figures showing the 
mumber of men of the various lengths of 
service who will be benefited at once if the 
proposed scale is adopted, and other specific 
Gata, was as follows: 
_ “* Gentlemen: Your communication of Aug. 
88 has been given careful consideration. It 
ig on its face a most unfair attempt to take 
eee of concessions made by me as the 
rep tative of the Chicago City Railway 
company, and at the same time to ignore the 
considerations offered by you as the repre- 
sentatives of the union which my concessions 
‘were based upon. It is a repudiation of the 
agreement embodying these mutual conces- 
gions, which you, as the official representa- 
‘tives of the union, promised not enly to report 
to the men, but to recommend for adoption. 


High Wages Paid in Chicago. 


“The company was desirous of securing 
the cotperation of its men who are members 
ef your organization, and of having the wage 
oo settled in such a way as to prevent 
ts being brought up annually, for the rea- 
son that any question which serves to agitate 
the minds of the men is productive of acci- 
dents and is generally detrimental to the 
service and discipline of the company. Ex- 
cept for some such consideration there can be 
no justification for an increase in wages at 
this time. 

_" The company is now paying higher wages 
to its trainmen:than are paid in any other city 
east of the Rocky mountains. It is your 
claim that the cost of living is greater in 
Chicago. This cannot be true as compared 
to the larger eastern cities, which are in the 
Same class as Chicago, but even if the cost 
of living be greater in Chicago, the wages are 
already higher. It is said that wages paid in 
other employments are higher in Chicago 
than in some of the cities, but the wages paid 
to Chicago street railway trainmen are also 
mow higher than in such cities. 


Reasons for a Graded Scale. 
"This company has insisted, and now in- 
@ists, that its trainmen should be graded and 
_ paid according to their length of service and 
_ efficiency resulting therefrom. ‘The pro- 
5 fessed reason for thé opposition of your or- 
tion to the graded scale has been that 
e company might show favoritism by dis- 
missing the older and higher priced men to 
make room for the newer men at a lesser rate. 
company denies that this would be the 
ase, and it is now taking this stand for a 
ed scale in favor of the men old in the 
rvice, first for the selfish reason that the 
Ider men are a better investment at a higher 
e, due to their heaving fewer accidents 
an the men less experienced in the service, 
@ records of the company showing that 
the month of July 732 men over nine 
ears in the service performed 26.33 per cent 
the actual work and had only 12.78 per cent 
f the accidents; 2,041 men, including all men 
ne years and under in the service, pér- 
ed 73.68 per cent of the actual work and 
87.22 per cent of the accidents; new men

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You now state the discrimination between 
the new men and the old men is the chief 
cause of dissatisfaction with the settlement 
which you definitely agreed to advocate and 
support. Your proposal of Aug. 23, how- 
ever, not only continues this discrimination, 
but would give the newsmen higher wages 
than the old men are to receive for the same 
length of service with the company. 

“The company is entirely willing to wipe 
out all discrimination between new and old 
men, and to pay both alike the same pay for 
the same length of service, under a wage 
scale to go into effect at once, which shall 
give new men when they start 23 cents, and 
80 cents to all men now or hereafter over 
nine years in the service, with corresponding 
wages to the men of less years in the serv- 
ice, according to the following plan.”’ 

Then follows the table of proposed wages 
printed above. 

In conclusion Mr. Mitten’s letter says: 

“The period of the contract to be three 
and one-half years from Aug. 1, 1909, with 
the same working conditions as are contained 
in the contract which expired Aug. 1, 1909. 
It is my belief that this plan is fair and just 
and will serve to insure codperation by proper 
recognition of efficient service. 

“This company is prepared to discuss a 
contract upon the above terms or to submit 
all of the terms of a contract between us to 
any fair board of arbitration upon which we 
can agree.”’ 

- Statement by President Roach. 

The statement and offer of Mr. Koach, ad- 
dressed tb Mr. Mahon, follows: 

* Dear Sir: Inthe negotiations in reference 
to wages that have been conducted for the 
last few weeks the Chicago Kailways com- 
pany has never lost sight of the fact that it 
is a quasi-public institution and that it Is 
under obligations to the genera! public, to the 
business interests of the community, and to 
its employés, and therefore was willing in 
making a wage scale to strain its financial 
resources to the limit. But it must not be 
forgotte nthat the company also is under ob- 
ligations to the interests that have made pos- 
sible Chicago's constantly improving surface 
traction system. 

“ When the new scale of wages was pre- 
sented to the Chicago Railways company sev- 
eral weeks ago by the committee representing 
division 241 of the Amaigamated association 
the company took the position that it was 
unable for financial reasons to carry out its 
provisions. But the company had in contin- 
ual mind the great inconvenience to which 
the public would be subjected in the event of 
even a temporary cessation in street car serv- 
ice. The company also was anxious to go to 
the furthest point in bettering the condition 
of its employés, notwithstanding the fact 
that even then it was paying greater wages 
than any other large city in the world. 


Efforts to Avert Strife. 

“With these thoughts in mind, the wage 
questiédn was taken up at various conferences 
without reaching conclusions that were en- 
tirely satisfactory to some of its employés. 
As the negotiations proceeded the thought 
presented itself that it would be desirable 
to make some definite arrangements by 
which a recurrence of these negotiations, 
coming up every twelve months, could be 
avoided, thus eliminating that annual period 
of unrest wherein the minds of the men 
were disturbed from their attention to duties 
and causing conditions detrimental to the 
public and the company. 

“The wage schedule was taken up upon 

the basis of a period covering three and one- 
half years, the scale presented being gov- 
erned by the proposition that men who had 
been in the employ of the company fifteen 
years (latgr modified to ten years) should 
receive a certain scale of wages, and those 
in the employ of the qompany for a lesser 
period, down to three and one-half years, 
should receive a graduated scale of wages 
according to years in service. 
*‘ At the conclusion of thie first period in 
the negotiations the position was taken by 
‘the official representatives of our employés 
that they preferred a scale which would 
benefit a greater number of trainmen. They 
objected to the proposition that older men in 
the service were entitled to a greater rate 
than comparatively new men. 


Further Concessions Made. 

* Still act@hkted by an earnest desire to do 
the best possible and proceed with the nego- 
tiations on the broad ground of public policy, 
further negotiations were entered upon and 
after a considerable discussion a definite and 
final proposition was made by myself, as rep- 
resenting the Chicago Railways company, to 
the employés, through its committee, which 
was as follows:” 

Then follow figures given in table printed 
above. " 

“The committee representing the em- 
ployés of the company urged long and fer- 
vently for greater concessions. I stated to 
them on behalf of the company that this was 
all our company could, under the circum- 
stances, concede to them, and also that it was 
with the distinct understanding that the 
term should be three and one-half years, 
dated from Aug. 1, 1909, and that it would 
carry with it better service to the public and 
closer attention to their duties on the part 
of the employés. Assurance was given me 
that the committee would endeavor to see 
this passed if I would agree that the same 
conditions would apply to the Chicago Con- 
solidated Traction company. After consult- 
ing with Mr. Forgan and Mr. Drum, co- 
receivers with myself for the Consolidated 
Traction properties, and after the sanction 
of his honor, Judge Grosscup of the United 
States Circuit court, I assured the committee 
that such would be the case 


Unable to Make Better Offer. 

“Tt is with sincere regret that I am obliged - 
to state that the financial condition of the 
Chicago Rajlways company is such that it is 
unable to grant any further increase in the 
wage scale beyond what has already been 
dffered to employés of the company. With 
all due respect for yourself, allow me to 
suggest that, even if we were financially able 
te make greater concessions than those al- 
ready offered directly to our employés, it 
would be a breach of faith on my part to do 
more for others than I would for the com- 
mittee directly representing an organization 
of our Own men. 

“Believing that I have conceded to the em- 
ployés all that our company can afford, and 
taking into consideration the equitable and 
fair treatment of employés, applying to all 
alike, I beg to suggest to you the acceptance 
of the graded scale for the old men as first 
proposed, or the subsequent proposition 
which was made and finally agreed upon 
with the committee who represented the em- 
pioyés of our company. 

“In connection with this communication 
I would be neglecting a most pleasant duty 
were I to fafl to recognize the courtesy and 
‘ability so generally shown by Mr. Walter 
L. Fisher, the official legal representative of 
the city in traction matters, at all our meet- 
ings.” 

Still Hopes for Agreement. 

Late at night at the Briggs house, where 
the compromise proposition of the union was 
being formulated, President Mahon said: 

“There is still plenty of ground to be cov- 
ered. We haven’t reached the end of nego- 
tiations by far. Weare desirous of obtaining 
a contract that shall givé all employés who 
have worked one year at 27 cents the maxi- 
mum scale of 30 cents within the life of the 
contract.” 
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LAWYERS SEE PLOT; 
M’CANN DERIDES IT 


Attorneys Say Shot Fired as 
He Was Leaving Conference 
Was Meant for Him. 
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AUTO MADE THE NOISE? 


State Strengthens Case Against 
Four Alleged Disorderly 
Saloonkeepers. 


‘ 
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Despite the fact that his attorneys declare 
that a pistol shot fired at the Monroe street 
entrance of the First National bank building 
Monday night was meant for him, Edward 
McCann, the indicted police inspector, scoffs 
at the idea. He declares that had he been 
shot at he would have‘known it at the time. 
He says his attorneys are needlessly alarmed. 

Just about the time McCann left the office 
of James Hamilton Lewis, one of his attor- 
neys, in the building, Nelson Paulson, a night 
watchman, saw two men struggling on the 
sidewalk. One fired a revolver and ran into 
the hallway and told Paulson to take the 
weapon. 

“I told him to get out, that I did not want 
the gun,” Paulson said last night, “ and 
the man ran out again and went west toward 
La Salle street. The other man stood at the 
entrance to the building for a minute and 
then ran east. The man who had the re- 
volver was of good size, wore a dark sult, 
and had a small dark mustache, The other 
man was better dressed. He wore a brown 
sult, was shorter, and light complexioned. 
I did not see the person they tried to Injure, 
but thought that one man shot at the other.” 


Thought Auto Caused Noise. 

Inspector McCann said he left the south 
entrance of the building to catch a Rock 
Island train at the La Salle street station at 
6:50 o'clock. 

“I thought it might have been an auto- 
mobile tire,’’ he said. “I received a num- 
ber of threatening letters, but they simply 
said that I would be sent to prison and such 
stuff as that. I have been warned not to go 
to the west side.” * 

“TI believe. that there was an attempt on 
McCann's life,’’ Col. Lewis said. ‘‘ We know 
that he is being watched. He never comes 
to this office or takes a train but what he is 
followed. A man came here this morning 
who lives in another part of town and he 
knew that some one had shot at McCann. 
Ve are looking for the two men who were 
seen near the building when the inspector 
left for home and we have information as 
to who they are.”* ’ 


State Strengthens Case. 


Preparations to strengthen the state’s case 
against four keepers of alleged disorderly 
Saloons on the west side were made when 
thirty women from the levee district were 
questioned by Assistant State’s Attorney 
Claude Smith. It is said he obtained further 
evidence against the four men who are to 
be tried today. They are: 

Ellis and Abraham Marks, 275 West Mad- 
ison street; A. Markovitz, 242 West Randolph 
street; and Michael Fritzel, 629 West Madi- 
son street.

CAMPAIGN T0 CRUSH MOORS 


Spanish Commander Plans Deci- 
sive Move in Few Days. 


FATE OF DYNASTY AT STAKE, 


Protests Received as Result of Gross 
Outrages on Humanity, 


MELILLA, Morocco, Aug. 24.—Gen. Ma- 
rina, commander of the Spanish forces, 
hopes, if there is no unforeseen check to his 
preparations, to assume the offensive within 
ten days or a fortnight. It is evident that 
he feels keenly the responsibility resting 
upon him. 

The event of the next few weeks here may 
decide the fate of the dynasty. A reverse 
might prove fatal. Dispatches from Melilla 
state that Gen. Marina has begun his ad- 
vance, but the minister of war declares that 
he has received no advices of such a move- 


ment. 

Melilla and the railway have been con- 
verted into a veritable fortress and it would 
require an army with a siege train and mod- 
ern ordnance to capture these points. Every- 
thing now turns on the construction of the 
canal to Marchica. If this fails the Span- 
fards’ task will be immeasurably harder, 
as all the supplies must be brought by land, 
subject to attacks by the Moors. 


Protests Against Tortures.

LONDON, Aug. 26.—A dispatch from Tan- 
gier says the British consul at Fez has pro- 
tested against the barbarous tortures in- 
flicted by order of Sultan Mulai Hafid on the 
followers of the rebel leader, El] Roghi, who 
were captured in a recent fight and taken to 
Fez. It is stated that the teeth of the women 
prisoners were drawn, while the men’s hands 
were cut off and their bodies slashed and 
salted.

Survivors Tell of Wreck. 


The five survivors were too far gone to 
talk much of their sufferings. Patrick Pal- 
mer, an American, who joined the ship at 
Coquimbo, said: 

“ Five of us got away onaraft. We went 
all over the reef in search of water, but 
found none, and one of the party died there. 
We had some difficulty in building the raft 
and the captain and second mate both were 
drowned. The captain's wife stood within 
a few feet of him watching him and she saw 
him drown as she stood there wringing her 
hands. She had her four children, from 
the baby 1 year old to the 8 year old girl, 
standing beside her. 

“We thought we would be able to find 
water om the reef and save the lives of 
those we had left on the wreck, but those 
sailing directions lie. They said there was 
water there, a lifeboat and food, and there 
was no food and no lifeboat. Ole died: he 
fell down on the reef and dropped his head 
on his chest. He was lucky. 


Live on Shellfish Only. 


“ There was another wreck on the reef and 
we thought it was a store ship. We boarded 
it, but found nothing to eat. It was musty, 
old, and all it held was a bottle with about 
two gills of water that must have been there 
for years, by the horrible taste of it. We 
then decided to build a punt from the wreck- 
age, and while we were working on this we 
lived on shellfish.” 

Another survivor said that when the suf- 
ferers were sitting on the sand the captain's 
wife asked them not to eat herchildren. Her 
mind was gone. Suddenly she ran into the 
sea and drowned her four children and 
herself. 

The Makura also reported having spoken 
last Sunday the overdue Birtish ship Celtic 

Monarch, which left Glasgow on March 20 
for Vancouver and Puget sound ports. The 
Celtic Monarch signated: ‘‘ All Weill.” 


Missionary Boat Is Lost. 
Boston, Mass., Aug. 24.—The loss of the 
missionary steamer, Hiram Bingham, and 
the death of its master, Capt. Alfred C. Walk- 
up, were reported in a cablegram from Syd- 
ney, N. 8S. W., received today by the Ameri- 
can board of commissioners for foreign mis- 
sions. The cablegram gave no details of the 
disaster. 


LAKE STEAMER SINKS. 

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 24.—The freight steam- 
er Collingwood, 386 feet long, of Colling- 
wood, Ont., was sunk tonight after a colll- 
gion with the steamer George L. Craig of 
Toledo in the Detroit river. 

The Collingwood reached the United 
States army dock at Fort Wayne in a sink- 
ing condition and went to the bottom In ten 
minutes. Several of the crew were in their 
berths at the time of the collision, but all 
escaped. 

Capt. Frank Bassett of the Collingwood at- 
tributed the collision to some mishap affect- 
ing the steering gear of the Craig. 

Steam Barge Is Wregked. 

Frankfort, Mich., Aug. 24.-—The steam 
barge Robert C. Wenfe, 141 feet long, of Man- 
istee, Mich., was reported wrecked tonight on 
Platte Bay reef off Point Betsy, and in dan- 
ger of going to pieces unless the wind sub- 
sides.

TWO CLAIMS NEAR DECISION 
WITH LATIN-AMERICAN LANDS 


United States Succeeds in Urging Ven- 
ezuela and Nicaragua to Treat with 
Financial Interests.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 24.—[Special.]— 
The United States government is rapidly 
bringing about settlements in two claims 
which American concerns have brought 
against two small South American nations. 
They are the differences between the Emery 
company, a Boston concern, and the Nicara- 
guan government, growing out of the can- 
celiation by the latter of a mahogany timber 
cutting concession, and the celebrated case of 
the United States and Venezuela company 
against Venezuela, known as the Crichfield 
case. 

It now is believed a compromise will be 
reached in the Nicaraguan trouble, thus 
avoiding the necessity of sending the issue 
to arbitration. Nearly $3,000,000 is involved. 

The Crichfield case arose out of a confisca- 
tion by the Castro government of a railroad 
and mining concession held by the United 
States and Venezuela company. The state 
department has received a cable trom Min- 
ister Russell at Caracas in which he states 
the settlement of the case was signed Aug. 
21. Venezuela is to pay $475,000. 


STEAMERS MEET; SCORES DIE. 


Women and Children Pleasure Seekers 
Are Victims of Disaster in 
Montevideo Harbor. 


BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 24.—Between 150 
and 800 persons, mostly women and children, 
were drowned at the entrance to Montevideo 
harbor today when two local excursion 
steamers collided and one gank. 

The vessels were the Argentine steamer 
Colombia, carrying passengers from Buenos 
Aires to the festival at Montevideo, and a 
German steamer. It was the latter which 
sank and only the captain and a few of the 
passengers were saved. The boat sank so 
rapidly that there was no time to man the 
boats. 

The captain of the German steamer. after 
he had been rescued, had to be confined to 
prevent him from committing suicide.

Attacked in His Home. 

McMasters was at his home in Cartagena 
on the evening of July 24 when Lara Cendoba, 
editor of an anti-American newspaper in 
Cartagena, accompanied by a friend, brokein 
on him. The two were armed with knives 
and revolvers. McMasters put up a brave 
defense, but was badly wounded in a dozen 
places and left for dead. A bullet grazed his 
forehead, and he was stabbed in the head 
and abdomen. It is hoped despite the sever- 
ity of his wounds that McMasters will re- 
cover. His assailants were not arrested un- 
til the next day. They are both tn prison. 

An official account of the outrage has been 
sent to the state department at Washing- 
ton, and it is understood that the United 
States legation at Bogota has demanded sat- 
isfaction. 

Anti-American Feeling High. 

It is learned that several days before the 
attack some one fired several shots at Mc- 
Masters from ambush. Anti-American feel- 
ing is running high in Cartagena, and more 
trouble is feared if sharp measures of re- 
pression are not taken. 

The revolution in Colombia is at an end 
and Gen. Gonzales Valencia is president. 
Seventeen lives were lost in the attempted 
revolt. 


GOMEZ STOPS CUBAN GRAFT; 
CANCELS ILLEGAL CONTRACTS. 


President Takes Final Step in Promised 
Crusade for Reform—Supplies Bought 
Without Asking Competitive Bids. 


[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

HAVANA, Aug. 24.—President Gomez took 
the first step in his reform movement today 
when he issued a decree annulling all. gov- 
ernment contracts illegally awarded by 
various departments without public bidding. 

The decree orders that all materials fur- 
nished, or services so far rendered under 
these contracts, shall be paid for and the con- 
tracts canceled. It appears there has been 
considerable crookedness and venality in 
awarding contracts for department supplies. 

President Gomez has invited various ed- 
itors to confer with him personally, with the 
apparent purpose of ending unfriendly critli- 
cisms of his administration. 

A West Indian cyclone which had been 
raging two days passed over Havana this 
afternoon, but caused no damage. 


SAYS ALL IS QUIET IN MEXICO, 


Ambassador Thompson Wires Wash- 
ington That Disorders Are of 
Little Consequence, 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 24.—David E 
Thompson, the United States ambassador to 
Mexico, has telegraphed the state department 
that there is no danger of serious trouble ip 
Mexico. He says the elements of disorder 
practically are confined to the northern states 
of Mexico, and may, as heretofore, cause 
local disturbances, but that the Mexican gov- 
ernment is prepared to take care of any con- 
dition that may arise. He adds that no hurt 
can come to any foreign interests in Mexico. 

In a dispatch to the state department upon 
the reported disturbances in the state of 
Sonora, Louls Hostetter, United States con- 
sul at Hermosillo, Sonora, Mexico, states 
that the reports recently issued as to the 
disturbances in Sonora are misleading and 
incorrect. 

He adds that some arrests have been made 
of persons who, while under the influence of 
liquor, have created disorder by yelling in 
the streets for some of the political candi- 
dates, but that, other than these few in- 
stances, the conditions are normal. 


SWEDISH UNION MAKES COUP. 


Compositors’ Organization Transfers 
Assets, Expecting Order Seques- 
trating Funds, 


STOCKHOLM, Aug. 24.—Anticipating a 
court order sequestrating ite funds pending 
the trial of the sult for damages begun by 
the newspapers of Stockholm in connection 
with the recent strike, the Swedish compos!i- 
tors’ union has transferred all its possessions 
to private hands. 

A petition signed by women from all classes 
of society has been presented to the king, 
begging him to intercede to bring about arbi- 
tration of the dispute between the laborers 
and their employers that resulted in the 
strike now almost a month old. 

The ministry of the interior has sent tele- 
graphic instructions to all local governors 
to take drastic measures to protect the la- 
borers who have returned to work.

WANTS COMMISSION ENLARGED 


President Murphy Believes Supreme 
Baseball Body Should Include 
Minor Representation. 


President Murphy of the Chicago Cubs has 
some ideas regarding the government of basebali 
that he hopes to see carried out before another 
year is over. He beileves the membership of the 
national commissfon should be enlarged, and that 
the minor leafuese should have representation on 
the ruling body. 

** Baseball Is a big thing,’’ sald he yesterday: ‘‘a 
much bigger thing than it was six years ago. when 
the national commission came into existence. 1 
believe the present members of the body work as 
hard as they can, buf I believe there ought to be 
four more members, and that the minors ought to 
have some voice in the rulings handed down. 

“It seems to me it would be a good thing to 
have the presidents of both major leagues and 
the presidents of class AA minor organizations 
on the commission, I think Powers, O’Brien, and 
Sexton ought to have voices im the highest cour: 
of organized baseball, and I would suggest that 
President Johnson and C. W. Somers of the 
American league afd President Heydiler and Garry 
Herrmann of the Netional be the other four mem- 


bers. 

‘* Furthermore, I believe that all the meetings 
of the commission ought to be open to the public. 
and that a ball player who has or thinks he has 
a grievance should be allowed to appear before 
the commission or be represented by an advocate 
for the purpose of having his case stated properiy. 

‘I don’t think the major leagues have any 
right to keep the minors off the ruling board. and 
I am backed up in this opinion by some of the 
most experienced men in baseball, John T. Brush 
among others. Baseball has grown wonderfully tn 
the last six years, and there is no reason to be- 
Heve it will not grow just as much more in the 
next six. I think we ought to prepare for the 
growth to come by making the national commis.

Murray sent Bates to bat for his hurler, the 
gub sticker started something which looked 
highly explosive when he let loose a two 
bagger with nobody out. Here it was that 
Archer played thé r6éle of life saver, for he 
caught Bates napping so far off second base 
that Tinker shoved the ball in the runner’s 
face as he dove back to the bag. That clever 
bit of trickery was followed by a long, ring- 
ing single by Grant which would have tied 
the score just as surely as death and taxes, 
but because of Bates’ violent demise the 
single cut no figure except in Grant's swat 
dope. 

Chance Back in Game. 


Chance was feeling so much better today 
that he went out to the ball lot and warmed 
up with his men, and when he had boiled a few 
minutes in the hot sun all the grip germs were 
roasted out of his system and he took up the old 
burden at first. The Cubs were an entirely differ- 
ent outfit In consequence from what they looked 
in the final game at Beantown. 

Although outhit and outflelded, the world beet- 
ers won because they could see more clearly and 
think a lot faster than their loca] opponents. 
Two errors on the Cub defense were not allowed 
ta infringe on their pennant chances because 
evérybody knuckled down and played desperately 
when things looked dark. Overall was tighter 
than an overstretched kettledrum in pinches, and 
several of his seven strikeouts came when that 
was the safest way to dispose of a batsman.

own salary fairly, he will be in a position 
to demand longer hours from some who 
have taken things ensy without being 
held to account. The chief will hold his 
subordinates responsible for what. their 
subordinates do or fail to do. That is the 
only sensible way to handle a large force 
of men of varying rank. Such a rule in- 
flexibly followed will put an end to the 
miserable evasions sometimes noticed in 
former years. 
‘The proposal to introduce an efficiency 
marking system throughout the depart- 
ment is still another indication of the in- 
tention to apply business methods to the 
management of the police. In every 
great industria] establishment the effi- 
ciency of the workers is carefully studied, 
The application of the principle to public 
servants is a hopeful proposition. Too 
many citizens have the idea that the po- 
lice do nothing, and that “ pull” rather 
than faithfulness determines advance- 
ment. It will be helpful all around to 
banish this thought from the publie mini. 
The chief has started well. He has a 
great opportunity. That he may succeed 
in making the police department what it 
should be will be the cordial wish of 
every citizen who wants to see Chicago 
administered in a businesslike way on 
business principles. 


TAFT AND THE MACHINE. 

No man ever spoke with greater deter- 
mination and courage regarding a political 
machine end the duty of the intelligent 
voter than did William H. Taft at Akron, 
O., on Oct. 21, 1905. 

The situation which existed in Chicago 
in the days of the old bi-partisan, polit- 
ico-buginess organization which had its 
head in John R. Walsh’s defunct Chicago 
National bank, with William Lorimer as 
the chief lieutenant in charge of the Re 
publican end, was identical. with that 
which President Taft described in his 
famous speech. For Cox read Lorimer; 
for Hamilton county read Cook counfy in 
the portion of the speech which we print 
in this column. There are references to a 
gubernatorial campaign which in Mlinois 
today are unimportant in the considera- 
tion of the principle. But the candid 
utterances of the president at that time 


| should be carefully considered by every 


citizen of Chicago and of the state of Iilli- 
nois who does not want to see the restora- 
tion of the same rule which throttled pub- 
lic opinion in Chicago and in the state of 
Illinois for many years prior to 19065. 
Said the president: 

“The Hamilton county machine is the 
result of from fifteen .to twenty years’ 
labor by George B. Cox, a man of great 
executive talent and political eagacity. 
Beginning with the politics of a ward, he 
has created a political organization in the 
city of Cincinnati and county of Hamilton, 
founded on the cohesive power of public 
patronage, which operates as smoothly to 
control nominations and elections in city 
and county as a nicely adjusted Corliss 
engine. The whole government of both 
county and city are absolutely under his 
control, aud every Republican political 
convention nominates men whom he dic- 
tates. Organization is carried far beyond 
mere preparation for conventions and em- 
braces the strictest discipline among the 
cohorts in bringing out the full vote on 
éach election day. . 

“Government under machine is con- 
stantly described as a very corrupt one. 
Such government generally begets corrup- 
tion., But if it exists in Cincinnati it 
seems difficult to secure legal or practical 
proof of it sufficient to convince voters. 
In a direct contest between the machine 
and the most popular candidate, who was 
the candidate both of Democrats and dis- 
senting Republicans, somewhat more than 
two years ago, the machine was tri- 
umphant by the majority of nearly 15,000. 
It is impossible that with an electorate 
like that of the city of Cincinnati, on an 
issue directly made, bold, naked dishonesty 
end stealing could have been successful 
at the polls. There is probably not more 
corruption in Cincinnati than in many 
othe: cities not particularly well governed. 
The importance of suppressing open and 
notorious graft in order to prevent defeat 
at the polls is known to the engineer 
vf the machine, and he has perhaps exer- 
cised his power to suppress the inevitable 
tendency in such a machine. But the 
power secured by the boss and his as- 
sistants under the machine is undoubted- 
ly for their pecuniary benefit, and it is 
seen in the large fortunes which they now 
have. How their money was made has 
uot been. disclosed. 

“Large public utility corporations seem 
to regard a boss as a conserving influ- 
ence and are content to have the control 
of the machine continue as it is, because 
they regard themselves as thus insured 
against disturbance in their franchises. 

“The condition is one of absolute help- 
lessness on the part of any independent 
Republican seeking to take part in politics 
and to act independently of the machine; 
and the distressing effect upon all young 
men ambitious politically is now eeen, as 
it either drives them out of politics and 
deprives the public of their probable vaiu- 
able services, or if they go into politics 
they must subordinate themselves to the 
tyranny of the boss, 

“It is a condition of affairs—a local 
despotism—much to be deplored, and if 
I had thought that by speaking and 
supporting Gov. Herrick tonight I 
should be going anything for the 
perpetuation of the power of. the Cox 
machine in Cincinnati, or if I thought 
that Gov. Herrick had entered into a cor 
rupt bargain with Cox as charged, I 
snould not be here. But the truth is, my 
fellow citizens, that this machine, if it 
is to be broken up, must be broken up by 
the voters of Cincinnati and Hamilton 


-county themselves. This is an end, de 


voutly to be wished, but it will take the 
hardest kind of work in the city itself. 
“The machine cannot be defeated from 
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fact that they may support a particular | 


candidate for governor is no more to be 
taken as indicative, without other evidence, 
that they will essist the machine in main- 
taining ite power in Cincinnati then was 
the fact that the same machine supported 
Theodore Roosevelt indicative that The- 
ofore Roosevelt is a Cox men. This same 
regular Republican organization has sup- 
ported every Republican candidate that 
las been upon the etate, congressional, 
or federal tickets for the last twenty 
years, and there is no more ground for 
connecting Gor. Herrick with the growth, 
maintenance, and success of the Cox ma- 
chine in Hamilton county than there was 
to make the same charge against every 
governor and every senator that has been 
elected on the Republican ticket in Ohio in 
the last twenty years. 

“TI cannot be driven from the Repub- 
lican party when it has a candidate whom 
I regard as an honorable man and a man 
who has shown himself fit to discharge 
office by what he has done. 

“If I were able, as 1 fear I shall not 
be, because public duty calls me else- 
where, to cast my vote in Cincinnati in 


the coming election, I should vote against . 


the municipal ticket nominated by ” 
Republican organization and for the state 
ticket.” 


AERIAL TRANSPORTATION. 

The aeroplane races and other aviation 
spectacies at Rheims during the last two 
or three days are worthy of note as 
epochmaking events. A great essayist 
of the nineteenth century said that man 
could never wholly fulfill his destiny as 
a world ruler because he could never fiy 
or navigate the air. Yet here are men 
sailing over seas, journeying from one 
country to another, maneuvering for war 
possibilities, carrying passengers on pleas- 
ure outings, racing for records and prizes, 
and all in the air, Half a century ag» 
he would have been set down as a mad 
prophet who declared the time would 
come when half a dozen airships would 
career about, as at Rheims, for an hour 
or more without collision or injury to any 
one. Yet the feat bas been accomplished 
and already the world is beginning to 
cease its wonder, 

Man has already well nigh subjugated 
the earth. He is running his cog roads 
to the summit of the Alps. He is util- 
izing the deserts and fertilizing the waste 
places. Byron said of the ocean and 
man, “ his control stops with thy shores,” 
but with the wireless telegraph and the 
modern ocean liners he is holding all the 
Seven Seas subject to his will. The aur 
remains and still stubbornly defies him, 
however. If the aeroplane is te be any- 
thing more than a toy it must float not 
merely for one hour or two hours or any 
given number of hours, it must have no 
time limit to its aerial endurance. It 
must not wait for pleasant weather or 
light winds, but must go flying all abroad 
on the wings of the mightiest winds. 
Travelers cannot wait for pleasant days 
nor freight for light winds. The aeroplane 
must sail every day on schedule time or 
as near it as possible before man can be 
said to have conquered the air. 

And yet the aeroplane in Ks incipient 
stages compares more than favorably 
with Watts’ steam engine and the origi- 
nal locomotive and -steamboat. It has 
made steady progress since its first ascent 
and there is no doubt now that it has 
come to stay. It would be rash to affirm 
in this era of overcoming seeming impos- 
sibilities that aerial transportation will 
not become as fixed a fact as land trans- 
portation, and that the airship will not 
be as safe and comfortable as the rail- 
road train, the ocean liner, or the auto- 
mobile—possibly safer than the latter.

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HAT will, become of Temple Bar? 
For hundreds of years it constl- 
tuted the western entrance and 
gateway to the city of London, and 
on the spikes by which the arch was 
surmounted the severed heads of execut 
traitors were spitted until the effects of time 
and weather sent them tumbling down into 
the street below. The building of the great 
law courts on the border line of the city 
some five and twenty years ago necessita 
the removal of Temple Bar. Lady Meu 
then induced her multimillionaire husband, 
the late Sir Henry Meux of brewing fame. 
to purchase it and to have it reérected, stone 
by stone. at the entrance.of their country 
place, Theobald park, where it looks ¢x- 
tremely picturesque among its rural sur- 
roundings, framed as it is with a setting of 
superb trees at least its equalinage. / 

When Sir Henry Meux died he bequeathed 
to his wife ajl his estates, his stock in the 
Meux brewery, and ready money amounting 
to several millions of dollars. There were 
no children of the union. The property was 
left at her free disposal. She now is lying 
dangerously ill of congestion of the lungs— 
may, indeed, have breathed her last ere this 
letter appears in print—and as she has no 
legal heirs there is much speculation as to 
who will become the possessor of all her 
properties. 

At one moment it was expected that she 
would bequeath it to the earl of Essex, whose 
mother, Viscountes® Malden, was a sister of 
the late Sir Henry’s father. Lord Essex. 
therefore, is a first cousin of the late Sir 


Henry. But Lady Meux and the Countess of’ 


Essex, who is an American, daughter of 
Beach Grant of New York, quarreled, and it 
now is doubtful whether either her husband 
or her stepson, the present Viscount Malden, 
will benefit under the terms of the will of 
Lady Meux.

Lady Meux is an eccentric woman, who 
formerly figured in the corps de ballet of 
the Gaiety theater and on the stage of the 
London and provincial music halls under the 
name of Valerie or Susie Langdon. 

On her honeymoon, which was spent in 
Egypt, she achieved considerable note by her 
efforts to purchase from the Egyptian gov- 
ernment, no matter at what cost, the obelisk 
at Heliopolis, the only one of the so-called 
needles of Cleopatra which still remains 
standing upon its original site where it was 
erected thousands upon thousands of years 
ago. Though she was unsuccessful in her 
attempt, and took her fallure much to heart, 
yet she always retained a predilection for 
everything Egyptian, and, taking advantage 
of this, Ernest Budge, the famous Egyptolo- 
gist and curator of the Egyptian department 
of the British museum, managed to per- 
suade her to furnish the relatively large sum 
of money needed for the publication of his 
remarkable studies drawn from ancient doc- 
uments and inscriptions in the possession of 
the museum treating of Egyptian life under 
Alexander the Great. 

These studies are embodied in a couple of 
magnificent volumes, splendidly got up and 
illustrated, and dedicated in big letters to 
Lady Meux. They shed a new light on the 
careér of Alexander the Great, are of sur- 
passing interest and importance to histo- 
rians and students of Roman and Grecian 
times, and will remain as a lasting memorial 
to Lady Meux, who, possessed of much native 
wit but of Mttle culture or education, never 
dreamed, when as Susie Langdon she was 
dancing in the London music halJs, that her 
name would become celebrated throughout 
the scientific world in connection with that 
of Alexander, of whom she probably never 
had heard. 
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I may add that she also furnished to Dr. 
Budge the money needed for the publication 
of the so-called Book of Paradise, contain- 
ing the histories and sayings of the monks 
and hermits of Egyptian and Lybian deserts 
during the first three centuries of the Chris- 
tian era, comprising the writings of Pal- 
ladius, Hieronymus, and others. The work 
is a mine of information not only for the theo- 
logical critic but also for the students of 
the folk lore, the magic, and the social con- 
ditions of Egypt tn the early Christian times. 
Part of the Coptic, Ethiopic, Syriac, and 
Arabic manuscripts and parchments given 
in the volumes belong to the British museum, 
while others form part of the splendid col- 
lection of Lady Meux herself. 

Lady Meux also has achieved a consider- 
able amount of fame on the turf, where for 
many years her horses were run under the 
name of ‘*‘Mr. Theobald,” and bred the 
famous racer Volodyovski, which won the 
Derby for the late William C. Whitney in 
1901. Indeed, if I am not mistaken, the horse 


in question merely was leased by Whitney. 


at the time when it ran and stil] was the 
property. of Lady Meux, who previously had 
leased it to the late Lord William Beresford. 

Lady Meux also gave evidence of patriot- 
ism of a useful order during the Boer war, 
when she armed, equipped, and horsed an 
entire battery of Armstrong guns for use in 
the field for the imperial yeomanry, at heavy 
expense. She has a number of country seats, 
including one in Wiltshire, one in Surrey— 
namely: Sheen house at East Sheen. a 
chateau in France, and a London mansion 
in Park lane. But her favorite home is 
Theobald park in Herts, a magnificent coun- 
try place, which is portrayed by Sir Walter 
Scott in his novel entitled “ The Fortunes 
of Nigel.”” The house there occupies the 
same site as King James I.’s Theobald palace. 
She is beloved by the poor people of the dis- 
trict for her charity, but has managed to 
quarrel with nearly all her well-to-do neigh- 
bors. 
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Among the stockholders of the Meux brew- 
ery, of which she is the principal owner, are 
the duke of Roxburghe, Lord Aylesbury, 
Lord Tweedmouth, who still is under re- 
straint near Dublin, and Lord Essex. 

The brewery, which two years ago was 
moved from Tottenham Court row to the 
suburb of Wandsworth, was founded before 
George III. came to the throne, and reached 
the height of its fame at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century, when Henry Meux, a 
cousin of the great Lord Brougham, with a 


genius for advertisement, made a striking 


appeal to populer attention and to popular 
thirst by constructing a colossal vat nearly 
thirty feet high, holding 3,600 barrels of 
“Meux’s Entire.’” The idea that a million 
people could have marched in single file past 
the vat and each take from it a pint of porter 
before the contents were exhausted struck 
popular fancy. 

In 1814 the vat burst and the mighty flood 
of porter, rushing out into Tottenham Court 
road and Oxford street, made tenement walls 
collapse, swept people off their feet, drowned 
eight fortunate mortals, while hundreds were 
rendered hopelessly intoxicated by their im- 
moderate drafts from the tidal wave of beer. 
The catastrophe was the talk of the town 
for weeks, and parfMament actually took cog- 
nizance of the matter by passing a vote au- 
thorizing the return to Henry Meux of the 
whole amount of internal revenue duty which 
he had paid on the beer thus lost. In 1831 
William IV. conferred a baronetcy upon 
Henry Meux, thus inaugurating the many 
nobiliafy titles which since have been con- 
ferred by the crown upon what is known ag 
“the beerage.”’

Mustard Pickles. 


Put one-half peck of small cucumbers, two 
quarts silver skinned onions, and two heads 
of picked cauliflower to soak in water to 
cover ard a cupful of salt over night. In 
the morning drain. Mix one dessert spoonful 
of tumeric powder with three-quarters of a 
pound of best mustard. Wet with sufficient 
vinegar to mix without lumps. Put three 
quarts of vinegar over the fire, add 5 cents 
worth of mixed pickling spices, one-half 
ounce celery seed, one-half ounce white mus- 
tard seed, one teaspoonful each of cinna- 
mon and cloves, one pound of brown sugar. 
Carefully stir in the mustard and tumeric 
paste and let boil up well Then add the 
mixed pickles, two red peppers chopped with 
the seeds of same, and stir all together. 
After it begins to bubble let boll well for five 
minutes. This amount will fill a two gallon 
jar. 

This is the best regipe I have ever used for 
mustard pickles. Nine out of every ten reci- 
pes for same call for tomatoes, either green 
or ripe. Tomatoes do not improve either the 
appearance or the quality of the pickles suf- 
ficiently to compensate for their general 
sloppiness, and the seeds are tasteless or 
bitter.

‘Big Supplement Provides Key 
to the Recent Changes of 
House Numbers. 


Added Names Indicate That the 
Population Has Increased 
87,600 in Year, 


If you are a frequent user of the city di- 
rectory of Chicago you had better take a 
course In cross indexing within thenext two 
or three days. The new directory, nearly 300 
pages larger than that of last year, will be 
ready for distribution Friday. 

Nearly 200 pages will be devoted to a sup- 
plement made necessary by the change in 
residence numbers which will become ef 
fective on Sept. 1. , 

The supplement is a unique feature of the 
volume, In it the streets of the city are list- 
ed alphabetically and under the street name 
in opposite columns marked odd and even 
numbers are the old residence numbers and 
the new. The order of the city council for 
a change in house nu ing went into ef- 
fect after the work of compiling the new dl- 
rectory was well along. 

To do the work all over again would have 
delayed the issue of the volume until New 
Year’s, and it was decided to compile it on 
the basis of the old house numbering and to 
add a supplement showing the changes in 
street divisions and numbers. 


Must Use Supplement. 

“There may be considerable difficulty in 
people using the new directory until they be- 
come accustomed to the new street divisions 
and number,”’ said Manager E. J. Dillon yes- 
terday. ‘“ But the supplement has been com- 
piled carefully and verified from the data 
of the city water bureau and the map depart- 
ment As soon as people learn to use the sup- 
plement there should be little trouble, for 
the new volume is more carefully compiled 
and far better in general than ever before”’ 

The total number of names in the directory 
is 768,600, an increase over 1908 of 10,500 
names The estimate of Chicago’s popula- 
tion, based on the United States census of 
10, is 2,462,600. This estimate records the 
increase in Chicago population within the 
last year as 37,600 people. 

Humorous features in the matter of names 
appear. The first name to appear is Aaberg, 
Christopher, and the last name is Zyzik, Mrs. 
Josephine. The name of Johnson easily leads 
all others in paint of numbers It is repeated 
7,086 times, and its nearest competitor is the 
Smith family, with 5,153 members The long- 
est name in the directory is—take a long 
breath for a running start—Michael Christo- 
philopanagiotopulos, 182 North Peoria street. 


Birds, Beasts, and Fish. 

In the new volume the three kingdoms of 
the world are fitly represented. In the ani- 
mal branch, as compiled by Manager Dillon, 
there are 497 Foxes, 666 Wolfs, 27 Bears, 40 
Coons, 8 Sables, 30 Badgers, 16 Beavers, and 
one or more representatives of other fam- 
ilies. 

Now for the birds. There are 208 Cranes, 
84 Crows, 122 Birds, 29 Eagles, 57 Peacocks, 
and 34 Partridges. Among the insect division 
there are 6 Bees, 4 Beetles, 1 Bug, and 4 
Gnats. ' 

Supporters of local option may take hope 
in the liquor division. There are 36 Sherrys, 
7 Beers, 1 Ales, 2 Champagnes, 12 Seltzers, 3 
Wines, 15 Ports, and 2 Clarets. But there is 
only 1 Water and 91 Waters. There are 80 
Brewers, 311 Steins, 2 Gallons, 4 Pints, 80 
Glasses, and 2 Goblets. 

And there are names denoting many kinds 
of trees, flowers, and fruits. There are names 
of royalty, such as King, Prince, etc. ‘fhere 
are * jewels '’ of names and the whole gamut 
of grains, In fact, there is a name for about 
every object you every heard of in Chicago's 
new. directory, and that name betokens a res- 
ident.

The immense wheat 
farms—1,000 to 6,000 acres—are tilled and 
harvested by steam power, and one of the 
most wonderful sights that the farm world 
of Oregon and other Western States can 
offer is that of a big side-hill combined har- 
vester and thresher, drawn by 20 to 30 
head of mules or horses, heading, threshing, 
cleaning and sacking grain, finally dropping 
the sacks securely tied along the field. 
Wheat growing is profitable if engaged in 
by wholesale, even where, for the sake of 
added moisture and fertility, every-other- 
year-cultivation is necessary. 


Apples for Epicures 


The golden apples of the Hesperides—if 
they really were apples—were not half so 
farhous as the apples of Oregon. Here in 
a number of districts the very choicest are 
being raised at such profits as make the 
Eastern orchardist shake his head in- 
credulously. For flavor, color and keeping 
guality, they are famous the world over and

prices in carload lots. And probably a large 
portion of the State is capable of growing 
pears profitably. The peach is at home in 
Douglas County and in favorable locations 
in Willamette Valley. Cherries and other 
fruits are successfully grown in a number of 
places in both Western and Eastern Oregon. 


What About the Walnut? 


The walnut industry of Oregon has ex- 
cited considerable attention. In fact there 
is in the Willamette Valley quite a walnut- 
planting boom, conditions there having been 
found peculiarly favorable. Extraordinary 
profits have been actually realized, and still 
more extraordinary ones promised. Indi- 
vidual trees are said to have yielded $40 in 
a season—an acre $1,000. The tree does 
not yield till it is 6 to 8years old. It is too 
soon to figure what the proportions and 
profits of the industry may be. 


Profits and Land Values 


Land in the United States is worth all the 
way from nothing to millions of dollars an 
acrer It all depends on what it is worth to 
the owner. 
has raised the value of Oregon farm land 
in some sections to $800 an acre.

United Fruit Earnings. 

A director of the United Fruit company is 
quoted as suying:

For years the company has been putting its 
money back into the property instead of pay- 
ing it out in dividends with the result that a 
surplus of $10,036,000, or nearly $50 a share, 
is invested in big farming lands, steamships, 
etc, 

“ This surplus belongs to the stockholders 
and some time, and in some form or other, it 
must be divided for their benefit. At the 
same time, the matter of a stock dividend 
this fall has not been considered by the board 
even informally.’’ 


Big Cut in Telephone Rates. 

The Bell Telephone company of St. Louls 
published on Aug. 17 a new schedule of rates, 
effective Sept. 1, which is substantially the 
same as that of the Kinloch Telephone com- 
pany. The Bell makes a reduction of $46.80 
a year on the unlimited direct, $18 on the un- 
limited direct two party line, and $6 a year on 
residence telephones. In explaining this 
change in the rates President Walbridge an- 
nounced it was made in order to make full 
use of the company’s exchange and wire fa- 
cilities, which were enlarged previous to the 
panic.

ATTACKED AGAIN 


New Effort Made by Ald. Em- 


erson to Have Commission- 
er Campbell Indicted. 


STRIFE OVER FIRE LIMITS 


Superintendent of Police Steward 
Holds Social Conference 
with Inspectors. 


The effort of Ald. John R. Emerson to ob- 
tain the indictment of Murdoch Campbell, 
city building commissioner, for alleged mis- 
feasance in office was renewed yesterday by 
his attorney, L. W. Carpenter. It is charged 
that Commissioner Campbell willfully violat- 
ed the building ordinances by granting per- 
mits for frame buildings within a recently 
established fire district in South Chicago. Mr. 
Carpenter called on the state’s attorney to 
present his evidence, but found the prosecu- 
tor too deeply engaged with other important 
matters to see him. 

An assistant, Charlies Furthmann, talked 
over the case briefly with the lawyer and 

‘ promised to try to obtain him an audience 
with the state’s attorney as soon as the press- 
ure of businegs relaxed sufficiently to permit 
it. This conference probably will be held be- 
fore the September grand jury is impaneled. 

“TY shall take the case up with State's At-. 
torney Wayman at the first opportunity,” At- 
torney Campbell said. “ We believe we have 
evidence warranting grand jury action and 
feel confident that he will present it to the 
September jury if the rush of important cases 
from the summer season does not overcrowd 
the docket.”’ 


Conflict of Two Aldermen. 

“TI don’t intend to let the matter lapse,” 
deciared Ald. Emerson. “I consider viola- 
tions of the building code, especially in this 
phase of its provisions, too serious to be 
winked at. If this case were allowed to pass 
without action it would establish a dangerous 
precedent.” 

In the meantime Alé. John H. Jones, Ald. 
Emerson's associate from the Eighth ward, 
is working quietly for the passage of an 
amendment to the building ordinances in the 
form of a substitute for the one creating 
the first district in question—which, he says, 
should have been made a provisional fire 
district. He introduced this ordinance at the 
special meeting of the council last week and 
will seek its passage at the next meeting. 


Police Chief Likes Outlook. 


After what he called a “‘ social’’ méeting 
with the inspectors of the department, Chief 
of Police Steward expressed a certainty that 
the officers of the force wil) work in har- 
mony with him during his administration. 

“The understanding is that every man 
starts out with a clean bil? of health and 
that the record on which he is to be judged 
is to be made from now on,” he said. “I 
am sure the officers will be square with one 
another and with the public.’”’ 

Speaking of his talk with the inspectors, 
he said he told them “ efficiency ”’ is to be 
the motto of the department. One of his 
principal objects in calling the insp rs to- 
gether wae to talk over with-each one con- 
ditions in his district. He had each one de- 
scribe his division from its boundaries and 
general characteristics to specal parts of it 
demanding special attention. 

During the day he also discussed with As- 
sistant Chief Schuettier the matters of po- 
lice business going to that office and told 
him that, for the present at least, all matters 
that were referred to him under Chief Ship- 
Py would continue to go to his office. 


Flag Flies on New City Hall. 

Above the cornerstone of the new city hall 
the steel work has been carried to its highest 
point—eleven stories from the ground—and‘: 
In celebration of the passing of that mile 
post an American flag has been unfurled 
from the column. The construction company 
now estimates that it is two weeks ahead of 
Schedule on the steel work and predicts that 
the stone work soon will equa! that record.
